the 2006 governors race and an¬ 
nounced he would run for state trea¬ 
surer instead. A day later, Saladino 
told the Bay Area Reporter that while 
he is still in the race, the dynamics had 
shifted dramat¬ 
ically. For one 
thing, one of 
the other candi¬ 
dates, state Sen¬ 
ator Joe Dunn 
(D-Santa Ana), 
dropped out 
within hours of 
Lockyer’s an¬ 
nouncement. 
Saladino and 
| the current re¬ 
maining candi¬ 
dates - Board of Equalization mem¬ 
ber John Chiang and Assemblyman 
Dario Frommer (D-Los Feliz) - have 
become underdogs in the wake of 
Lockyer’s $11 million war chest for 
the Democratic nomination for the 
post. 

Because he has raised only 
$220,000, Saladino might be consid¬ 
ered the underdog of underdogs. He 
said that he has about half of that 
amount left in his campaign coffers. 

“This is a very dramatic change,” 
he told the B.A.R. in a telephone in¬ 
terview Friday, April 29. “It’s not en¬ 
tirely clear how it will affect the other 
people in the race. 

“At this point, I’m still in the race,” 
he added. 

Saladino, 47, said that Lockyer’s 
decision to enter the race has caused 
donors to close their wallets. 

“Among large donors, I think the 
money will dry up,” he said. “A lot of 
finance people I’ve talked to have 
shown much less interest in the race. 
The money for all the candidates will 
dry up and go away.” 

And the addition of Lockyer, who 
becomes the instant frontrunner, 
means it’s more difficult to get his

A fter three decades of owning undoubtedly 
San Francisco’s most famous dance club, 
the owners of the End Up have put the leg¬ 
endary nightspot up for sale. While they in¬ 
tend to retain the 
property, operators 
Carl and Helga Han- 
ken say the time has 
come to turn the 
day-to-day running 
of the business over 
to someone else.

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METHODIST CHURCH HIGH COURT 
TO REVIEW BETH STROUD CASE

J ust days after a church appeals 
court reversed the conviction of 
lesbian Methodist minister Beth 
Stroud, Bishop Marcus Matthews 
of the Eastern Pennsylvania District of 
the United Methodist Church an¬ 
nounced Tuesday, May 2 that he would 
ask the Judicial Council to review the 
appeals panel’s decision in the case. 

The Judicial Council is the 
Methodist Church’s highest court. 

On April 28, the appeals court in 
Baltimore set aside the December 2004 
verdict. The 8-1 vote technically allows 
Stroud to again serve as associate pas¬ 
tor of the First United Methodist 
Church of Germantown, one of 
Philadelphia’s most liberal congrega¬ 
tions. Stroud, however, will remain in 
the lay ministry until her case is re¬ 
solved. 


Stroud, 35, had been convicted on 
December 2, 2004 of violating Para¬ 
graph 2702.1(b) of the 2000 
Methodist Book of Discipline by liv¬ 
ing as “a self-avowed practicing ho¬ 
mosexual in a monogamous, commit¬ 
ted relationship ... while in the or¬ 
dained ministry.” The 7-6 ruling 
against Stroud, a reflection of the 
court’s ambiguity when faced with the 
positive role that Stroud plays in the 
Methodist Church, might well have 
been different had the presiding judge 
allowed Stroud to argue her case as 
fully as she had wished. 

Stroud said Tuesday, May 2 that 
she’s not surprised by Matthews’s de¬ 
cision. 

“I knew the ruling by the appeals 
committee would not be the Final 
word. We expected the case to go to 
the Judicial Council,” Stroud said.

Intersex report released

n a groundbreaking report re¬ 
leased this week, the San Fran¬ 
cisco Human Rights Commis¬ 
sion publicly called for an end to 
medically unnecessary interven¬ 
tions on intersex children and re¬ 
vealed that nonconsensual genital 
surgeries on children are more 
common in the Bay Area than 
previous testimony indicated. 

The May 3 report - entitled “A 
Human Rights Investigation into 
the Medical‘Normalization of In¬ 
tersex People” - is the result of two 
years of investigation, including a 
public hearing held last year at¬ 
tended by activists, advocates, and 
members of the medical commu¬ 
nity. This is the first time that a 
governmental entity in the United 
States has addressed intersex is¬ 
sues from a human rights per¬ 
spective. 

The term intersex is used for a 
variety of reproductive or sexual 
conditions that do not conform to 
what is considered “standard” 
male and female anatomy, includ¬ 
ing ambiguous genitalia and vari¬ 
ations in chromosomes, hor¬ 
mones, or reproductive organs. 
The Intersex Society of North 
America estimates that one in 100 
people are born with bodies that 
differ in some way from the stan¬ 
dard definition of male or female, 
and that the total number of peo¬ 
ple receiving surgery to “normal¬ 
ize” their genital appearance is one 
to two per every 1,000 births. 

The HRC report noted that 
these surgeries are motivated by 
parents’ and doctors’ needs to as¬ 
sign a gender to a child - one that 
is in line with arbitrarily defined 
gender conformity - which may 
very well be at odds with how the 
child will come to live or identify. 
A small penis, for instance, may be 
turned into a clitoris without re¬ 
gard for the child’s gender identi¬ 
ty, or a large clitoris may be con¬ 
sidered too masculine and surgi¬ 
cally altered without regard for a 
female’s sexual pleasure. Many in¬ 
tersex people have been left disfig¬ 
ured, infertile, or unable to or-

gasm as a result of such surgeries. 

Yet unnecessary medical inter¬ 
ventions go far beyond noncon¬ 
sensual genital surgeries, accord¬ 
ing to testimony at last year’s hear¬ 
ing, and can include unwanted 
physicals and hormone therapies 
in an environment of deception, 
secrecy, and shame. Furthermore, 
said activists, intersex interven¬ 
tions are usually informed by ho¬ 
mophobia, as the success of treat¬ 
ments is often measured by a 
child’s ability to have heterosexu¬ 
al relations in the future. The in¬ 
tersex movement advocates that 
people be able to decide for them¬ 
selves, without shame, what to do 
with their own bodies, and the re¬ 
port from HRC agrees. 

“These interventions are not 
performed for the treatment of 
physical illness or to alleviate pain. 
Instead, these surgeries are irre¬ 
versible, often causing disruption 
of bodily functions, pain, and the 
need for additional surgeries,” said 
a statement released by HRC. 
“The commission found that 
‘normalizing’ interventions are 
medically unnecessary, are not 
medical or social emergencies, 
and that such interventions per¬ 
formed without the patient’s in¬ 
formed consent are inherently 
human rights abuses.” 

Specifically, HRC recommen¬ 
dations include never performing 
“normalizing” interventions in in¬ 


fancy or childhood, and only per¬ 
forming medically unnecessary 
procedures when a patient gives 
legal consent. 

Discrepancy in numbers 

At last year’s public hearing, 
Dr. Laurence Baskin of the De¬ 
partment of Urology at the Uni¬ 
versity of California, San Francis¬ 
co testified that intersex surgeries 
were rare at his facility, occurring 
about once a year in extreme cir¬ 
cumstances. 

Yet requests from HRC for 
UCSF documentation revealed 
that 315 genital surgeries were 
performed on children at UCSF 
from 2000-2003, with 241 of these 
procedures on children under 2 
years of age, and 164 on children 
under 1 year of age. For the 23 
vaginal surgeries performed, diag¬ 
noses included congenital anom¬ 
aly of cervix/vagina; cervix/female 
genital anomaly; andrenogenital 
disorders; indeterminate 

sex/pseudohermaphoditism; 
anomaly of labia; and hypertro¬ 
phy of labia. An additional 292 hy¬ 
pospadias repairs were performed 
on penises, the majority of them 
on boys younger than 2 years of 
age. 

The discrepancy in numbers 
can be attributed to varying defin¬ 
itions of what constitutes “inter¬ 
sex” as well as “medically unnec¬ 
essary” surgeries. Intersex ac¬ 
tivists, noted HRC senior manag¬ 
er Larry Brinkin, define hypospa¬ 
dias repairs as unnecessary surg¬ 
eries because they are performed 
for gender “normalization” and 
their consequences can be just as 
harmful as surgeries for ambigu¬ 
ous genitalia. 

Hypospadias is a condition 
where the urethral opening is on 
the underside of the penis. Be¬ 
cause society dictates that a male 
cannot be expected to sit to uri¬ 
nate, said Brinkin, the interven¬ 
tions are based upon sex stereo¬ 
types. And such interventions are 
not without risk, particularly con¬ 
sidering the small size of the gen¬ 
itals receiving surgery. UCSF data 
indicates that of their hypospadias

s religious leaders and some 
queer pro-Palestine activists 
denounce a LGBT gathering 
in Jerusalem this summer, the 
Board of Supervisors gave their 
unanimous endorsement this 
week to the event. 

World Pride 2005, a 10-day fes¬ 
tival celebrating gay pride in the 
heart of the Middle East, will be held 
in Jerusalem from August 18-28 and 
is sponsored by the Israeli gay group 
Jerusalem Open House. After visit¬ 
ing Israel this past winter and meet¬ 
ing with JOH officials, Supervisor 
Bevan Dufty introduced the resolu¬ 
tion, which the board passed at its 
meeting Tuesday, May 3. 

On March 31 Israel’s two chief 


rabbis, patriarchs of Roman 
Catholic, Greek Orthodox, and 
Armenian churches, and three 
Muslim prayer leaders held a rare 
joint press conference asking 
Jerusalem’s city government to 
prevent World Pride from hap¬ 
pening. Local group QUIT, 
Queers Undermining Israeli Ter¬ 
rorism, has called for LGBT peo¬ 
ple to boycott the event due to Is¬ 
rael’s treatment of Palestinians. 

The board’s resolution did not 
address calls for a boycott but did 
call the religious leaders’ statements 
“homophobic.” Noting San Lran- 
cisco’s vocal leadership in the fight 
for human rights and the need for 
inclusive and safe spaces for all peo¬ 
ple, the resolution states that the 
board “supports the right of the 
LGBT community to gather and 


celebrate WorldPride in Jerusalem 
... and condemns the acts of ha¬ 
tred, discrimination, and homo¬ 
phobia displayed by the world’s re¬ 
ligious community in regard to the 
WorldPride celebration.” ▼

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Natali plans appeal

aying the city’s Human 

Rights Commissipn over- 
’ stepped its boundaries in 
finding that he discriminates 
based on race at his Castro bar, 
San Francisco Badlands, Les Na¬ 
tali plans to appeal the ruling, his 
lawyers announced this week. 

According to his lawyer Paul 
Melbostad, Natali will appeal on 
the grounds that HRC exceeded 
its authority in issuing the find¬ 
ings on April 26 and that HRC did 
not provide Natali a hearing or the 
due process right to face and 
cross-examine his accusers. Mel¬ 
bostad added that the findings are 
factually untrue; they are not sup¬ 
ported by credible evidence; and 
are largely based on hearsay and 
double-hearsay. 

“What the charter requires the 
HRC to do is make recommenda¬ 
tions to eliminate discrimination. 
If the parties haven’t agreed on 
mediation the HRC shall investi¬ 
gate and make recommendations 
to eliminate discrimination. It 
does not say make written find¬ 
ings of violations which it has no 
authority to take enforcement ac¬ 
tion on,” said Melbostad, adding 
that he thought the appeal would 
be successful. 

Melbostad said Barry Strike, an 
administrative law specialist, is 
preparing the appeal, which will 
be filed with HRC Executive Di¬ 
rector Virginia Harmon. Because 
Natali is not a city contractor, the 
HRC’s public body will not hear 
the appeal. 


Don Romesburg, a spokesman 
for the complainants, said he is 
not surprised to see Natali appeal. 

“It follows the pattern of his 
denial throughout this entire 
process,” he said. 

Natali, who also owns the De¬ 
tour, the long-closed Patio Cafe, 
and is a co-owner of the Pendu¬ 
lum, has been fighting accusations 
that he is racist since last June 
when a multi-ethnic group of 
men and women publicly aired 
their charges and filed complaints 
with the HRC. After a 10-month 
investigation and attempts at me¬ 
diating the situation went 
nowhere, HRC staff sided with the 
group, called And Castro For All. 

Among the HRC’s findings 
were that Natali violated city 
codes by asking black patrons for 
two forms of ID, used a “no bag 
policy” to keep blacks out of his 


bar, and referred to African Amer¬ 
icans as “non-Badlands cus¬ 
tomers.” Natali has denied the ac¬ 
cusations and has claimed the 
group is a front for disgruntled 
former employees of his and com¬ 
petitors who want to acquire his 
businesses. 

Members of And Castro For 
All dismiss such charges as un¬ 
founded and have started a boy¬ 
cott of the Badlands, with about 
75 people protesting outside the 
bar last Saturday night. The group 
intends to man picket lines out¬ 
side the club on 18th Street every 
Saturday until city and state offi¬ 
cials take action against Natali. 

The group has asked the state’s 
Department of Alcoholic Beverage 
Control to revoke Natali’s liquor 
licenses and intends to appeal to 
the city’s Entertainment Commis-

I sn’t that gorgeous!” the Tony- 
f : and Emmy-Award winning 

actress Carol Channing ex¬ 
claimed as Stuart Brundidge, a 
resident of Maitri Hospice, hand¬ 
ed her a bouquet of flowers. 
“Harry! Look at these orchids,” 
she said to her husband and child¬ 
hood boyfriend, Harry Kullijian, 
who responded with equal fervor: 
“Oh, Carol!” 

Channing visited Maitri on 
Friday, April 29, to have lunch and 
socialize with the residents before 
giving a weekend performance to 
raise money for the hospice. The 
Sunday, May 1 fundraiser at the 
Bambuddha Lounge included ap¬ 
pearances by Paula West, the Wal¬ 
nut Creek Aquanuts, and Armis- 
tead Maupin, and raised over 
$100,000 for the 15-bed facility 
for people debilitated by 
HIV/AIDS. 

Every moment at Maitri 
seemed to be a minor miracle for 
Channing, 84, whether viewing 
the boa-and-makeup adorned 
welcome sign made in her honor 

- “Those are just the eyelashes I 
was looking for” - or sampling 
some of Maitri’s famous home 
cooked meals - “A big thank you 
to the kitchen staff,” she an¬ 
nounced before breaking into a 
medley from the musical Hello 
Dolly. Channing was the star of 
this show on Broadway and in 
subsequent revival productions, 
with over 5,000 performances to 
her name. 

“Before the parade passes by. 
I’ve gotta get in step, While there’s 
still time left,” she belted in 
Maitri’s dining room, then 
launched into an excited plot syn¬ 
opsis and asked her “Dolly boys” 

- the name for the chorus mem¬ 
bers in the musical - to sing with 
her. 

“Hello, Dolly. Well, Hello 
Dolly, it’s so nice to have you back 
where you belong,” the Maitri res¬ 
idents sang in unison. 


The obvious thrill for Chan¬ 
ning was the opportunity for 
human interaction. Raised in San 
Francisco - she and Kullijian both 
attended Aptos Junior High - 
Channing talked with Maitri resi¬ 
dents about changes in the local 
landscape, world travel, AIDS in 
Africa, her marriage, and of 
course, music. 

“My husband’s name is Harry,” 
she told Maitri resident Thommy 
Smith after the two introduced 
themselves. 

“Wasn’t he your school sweet¬ 
heart?” Smith asked. 

“Yes!” said Channing. “Oh, you 
know!” 

“Of course,” said Smith. “You’re 
one of my favorite people.” 

“Really?” said Channing. 

Another resident wondered 
whether she ever tired of her sig¬ 
nature Broadway songs. 

“Oh, never,” she replied with a 
big smile. 

Channing was more modest 
when it came to talking about her 
humanitarian work; though she 
proudly spoke about a recent 
fundraiser in Monterey for AIDS 
orphans, she also expressed that 
such work, for her, was a given. 


“I don’t think of it as charity 
work,” Channing told the Bay 
Area Reporter. “If I’m asked to be 
somewhere then I want to help 
out.” 

The actress just completed sev¬ 
eral nationwide stops along the 
tour of her one-woman show, The 
First Eighty Years are the Hardest. 
Prior to that, she was enjoying the 
success of her best selling book, 
Just Lucky I Guess: A Memoir of 
Sorts. Channing does a few 
fundraisers a year in between her 
busy performance schedule and 
family obligations, said Kullijian, 
and she tries to choose the most 
worthy of projects at any given 
time and location. 

“She donates her time to do 
this. Eleven out of her 12 ‘Dolly 
boys’ died of AIDS, so that’s part 
of why she’s really committed,” 
said Maitri Executive Director 
Timothy Patriarca. 

“The level of her performance 
was incredible but also her time 
with the residents was just so spe¬ 
cial,” said Patriarca. “We can’t 
thank her enough, and she said 
she had a blast, too. She didn’t 
leave the Bambuddha Lounge on

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Racism is alive and well 


O n Tuesday afternoon, as we were rac¬ 
ing toward deadline for this week’s 
paper, we received a letter to the edi¬ 
tor that can only be described as hideous: 

“The Badlands is a nice bar to visit and 
make new friends. The last thing we need is 
to have it infested with niggers as was the Pen¬ 
dulum. 

“Blacks don't belong in the Castro and are 
not welcome in the bars because people want 
to stick together with their own kind. 

“The last thing we want is to be forced to 
socialize with niggers. Let them go to their 
own place and let their followers and admir¬ 
ers join them.” 

Of course, the coward who wrote the 
above letter didn’t have the balls to sign his 
or her name, and our first thought was to 
toss the anonymous note into the circular 
file, the final resting place for most unsigned 
letters. But we didn’t, and decided to print 
the note in all its racist glory to make a point 
- that racism is alive and well in San Fran¬ 
cisco’s gay community, as it is just about 
everywhere else in this country. More than a 
hundred years after the Civil War and the 
passage of numerous civil rights laws, as 
well as expanded rights and protections for 
members of the LGBT community, receiv¬ 
ing the letter was a blunt reminder that 
some people truly are filled with hate. 

Why some gays, who are themselves fre¬ 
quently a target of discrimination, are racist 
is a concept we don’t understand. Our his¬ 
tory is replete with examples of flagrant dis¬ 
crimination - in employment, in purchas¬ 
es, in housing. Gays living with HIV/AIDS 
are discriminated against, as are gays with 
children. This newspaper regularly publish¬ 
es articles dealing with some form of dis¬ 
crimination. We are demonized by the 
Christian right, and in fact by most orga¬ 
nized religions. Yet the Castro, that bastion 
of gay freedom, is not immune to racism, as 
the above letter-writer makes clear. 

Locally, racism is in the news because last 
week the San Francisco Human Rights 
Commission released its long-awaited re¬ 


port on allegations of racial discrimination 
at Badlands, the Castro bar owned by Les 
Natali. HRC found that Natali did in fact 
discriminate against employees and bar pa¬ 
trons based on race. The report de¬ 
tailed instances of bar staff forcing 
African American customers to 
leave the bar, and of using hiring , 
practices that discriminated 
against blacks. While Natali has 
steadfastly denied the charges, the 
report also indicated that he was at best 
indifferent to the allegations that have 
swirled around him for almost 
a year. There were missed 
deadlines, postponed media¬ 
tion dates, and Natali failed to 
provide commission staff with requested 
documentation, according to HRC’s report. 

This week, Natali said he would appeal 
the HRC report, as is his right. But Natali, 
who has purchased the Pendulum, the Cas¬ 


tro bar that caters to African Americans, also 
told us that he wants to hold some meetings 
with community members over the future 
direction of the Pendulum. That is a wel¬ 
come first step - but only if Natali follows 
through on his commitment. 

We strongly urge Mr. Natali to 
hold those meetings with gay African 
Americans and others, and the soon¬ 
er the better. We also urge communi¬ 
ty members to take Natali up on his 
offer. Badlands was picketed last week¬ 
end by the group And Castro for 
Ail, which went public with its 
accusations against Natali last 
year. Members promise the 
weekly actions will continue in 
front of the bar. It’s time for gays in the Cas¬ 
tro to face the reality that more work needs 
to be done than just picketing one bar to 
make the so-called gay mecca a welcoming 
place for everyone. T 




Love diminishes 
with racial encounters

s I walk into Magnet, Nina Simone is 
playing in the background. I take a 
mm seat at the window, watch an ac¬ 
quaintance snuff out his cigarette before 
walking into Badlands, and begin writing. 

An older gentleman says almost forlorn¬ 
ly, “I haven’t been to Badlands in 20 years.” 
He takes seat on the orange wooden bench 
out front and reminisces. 

On the day that the San Francisco 
Human Rights Commission released the re¬ 
sults of its investigation into the practices of 
Castro business owner, Les Natali, Kaya 
Nati’s ashes were scattered just off the Cali¬ 
fornia coast. 

Kaya Nati was the first person to speak 
up about mistreatment at Badlands. He filed 
a complaint with the HRC more than two 
years prior to the formation of IsBadlands- 
Bad.com [now And Castro for All]. Les Na¬ 
tali allegedly personally threw Kaya Nati out 
of his business establishment for “moving 
about erratically on the dance floor.” 

Kaya Nati was a dancer, and a master of his 
art. Kaya danced gracefully and intentionally. 
There was nothing erratic about Kaya. 

Kaya Nati died from leukemia on April 
19. He died as gracefully as he lived. 

Kaya’s dance community is based in 
Santa Cruz, where a celebration of Kaya’s 
life was recently held. A more beautiful 
group of people I have rarely encountered. 
This is a community overflowing with love 
and reverence for all life. Based on the 
amazing tribute performances held on that 
Friday night, Kaya was at the heart of that 
love and reverence. 

So overwhelmed with emotion was I at 
the end of the evening, I had to leave the 


building immediately. I told John Newsome, 
with whom I’d ridden to Santa Cruz, that I 
would be at his car ... and that he should 
take his time to process the evening’s events 
in whatever manner best suited him. 

John’s car was parked in front of Santa 
Cruz’s newest gay bar (John and I thought it 
was a tacky sports bar). In the doorway of 
said bar, smoking cigarettes, were three 
white women and the white male bouncer. 

As I sat down on John’s car, one of 
the women (who was dressed like a 
white, female version of Re-Run 
from What’s Happening?) said to 
the bouncer, “He’s sitting on your 
car. He’s sitting on your BMW.” 

The bouncer then walked over 
to me and said, “Hey! Don’t sit on 
the car!” 

“Why not?” 

“Because the owner 
asked me to tell you.” 

“Oh, really?” I asked. 

“Look, they’re gonna be really upset if 
they come out here and see you sitting on 
their car!” 

I was flabbergasted. This man was 
straight-up lying to me to justify his igno¬ 
rant harassment. 

I smiled big. “Thanks for sharing.” 

He walked away. A few moments later, 
another white male walked out of the bar 
and straight up to me. 

“Can you please not sit on this car?” 

“What is the problem with me sitting on 
this car?” 

“You’re upsetting my customers.” 

“How am I doing that?” I asked angrily. 

“Listen,” he responded firmly, “Don’t be 
a jerk. Just get off the car or I’ll call the 
cops.” 

“Please, call the cops!” I demanded. “And 


I wanna talk to your ‘upset customers,’ too.” 

He turned around and walked back into 
his bar. A few minutes later, a cop car cruised 
slowly by me once, and then a second time. 
Using my cell phone, I called John and told 
him to get here before I was thrown in jail. 

I was so furious ... and my fury mingled 
with my grief. “What would Kaya do?” I 
thought to myself. And so, I tried to focus 
on the love in my heart. I tried to find an 
inner grace. 

As I sit here writing, and watching yet 
another acquaintance enjoy a cigarette after 
coming out of Badlands, I am re- 
minded that I cannot be as 
graceful as Kaya Nati. Kaya’s love 
for humanity was boundless. 
My love is diminished with each 
and every encounter with 
racism, whether it is from 
brain-washed neonazis or 
superstar drag queens, big 
city keepers of the peace or country bump¬ 
kin bar owners. 

Deep breath. 

I wrote to Kaya’s sister, Kimberly, in 
hopes of getting the family’s blessing on 
moving forward with this piece. Along with 
her blessing, Kimberly offered the following: 

“[Kaya] struggled too, trying to balance 
between encounters of racial aggression and 
hostility, and the love he knew. I remember 
he was so disappointed in himself after he 
was kicked out of the bar ... he said because 
he didn’t handle it the way he would have 
liked to, ideally. The disappointment disinte¬ 
grated only when he made the report and the 
community started to get on Badlands’ case.” 

Deep breath. 

What would Kaya do? Kaya would dance. 

I am not Kaya. Kaya was a dancer. 

I am a writer. ▼

Dworkin revisited 


by Paula Martinac 

here’s been a peculiar short¬ 
age of commentary in the 

LGBT press about the death 
last month of lesbian-feminist 
writer and theorist Andrea 
Dworkin. Interestingly, everything 
I’ve read has been written by fem¬ 
inist-identified gay men. Some 
fact-based obituaries have also ap¬ 
peared, and On Our Backs 
founder Susie Bright - whose “as¬ 
sassination” Dworkin reputedly 
once advocated - penned a 
thoughtful, eloquent piece on her 
blog about the mixed legacy of her 
nemesis. 

But that’s still amazingly little 
to mark the passing, at the age of 
only 58, of perhaps the most 
famous - and controversial 
- of all lesbian-identified 
feminists. This leads me to 
wonder if we are embar¬ 
rassed by the sudden re¬ 
minder of the pushy, over- 
the-top views of a 
loud, angry dyke. 

Dworkin gave the 
stereotypical 
“man-hating 
lesbian” a 
voice and a 
face and, in doing so, received 
enormous negative publicity in 
mainstream culture - not just for 
herself, but for all of us who were 
subsumed into her identity. And 
lesbians are still battling the idea 
that our lives are about hating 
men, not loving women. 

Or maybe the relative quiet 
about Dworkin’s death stems

from the fact that the heyday of 
her writing was 20 years ago. Her 
work may now only be remem¬ 
bered by a small slice of our com¬ 
munity - those of us who are 
middle-aged, or who read 
Dworkin in women’s stud¬ 
ies classes. 

I find both of these expla¬ 
nations - embarrassment 
and the passage of time - a 
little sad, since Dworkin 
was such an iconic figure. 
In contrast, consider that 

_ Larry Kramer 

- who is also 
loud, angry, 
and some¬ 
times embarrassing, though on 
gay male topics - is still a major 
voice in our culture. There may be 
internalized sexism behind our si¬ 
lence, as well. 

This is where I hurry to point 
out that I was never a Dworkin 
enthusiast. Indeed, I hadn’t 
thought about her in years, and 
her death sent me to my book¬ 


shelves to see if I still owned 
copies of her work. I thought I 
might have gotten rid of them, 
along with clothes I no longer 
wore, when I made a long-dis¬ 
tance move a couple of years ago. 

But there on a shelf was a re¬ 
minder of my life as a young les¬ 
bian feminist in New York City: a 
copy of Dworkin’s influential 
Pornography: Men Possessing 
Women, with the handwritten 
note “5/82” in the front - the 
month and year I bought it, at age 
27. Passages about men’s all-en¬ 
compassing power over women 
must have resonated with me, be¬ 
cause they are underlined in ink; 
but there are also notes and ques¬ 
tion marks in the margins, sug¬ 
gesting that I disagreed with some 
of the content. 

Back then I traveled in circles 
with radical lesbians who lived by 
Dworkin’s words - or what they 
understood her words to mean. 
When On Our Backs first began

patients, there were 20 repeat pa¬ 
tients who had two procedures 
each, and seven repeat patients 
who had three procedures each, 
“indicating that 27 people under¬ 
went 61 procedures.” 

Although UCSF’s Baskin 
agreed at last year’s hearing that 
arbitrarily assigning gender was 
not a wise practice, further corre¬ 
spondence indicated that he was 
displeased with the broad scope of 
HRC’s intersex report. 

“I would like to emphasize the 
definition of intersex in itself as 
well as the incidence of patients 
with intersex remains open to de¬ 
bate and in itself is controversial,” 
said an April 4 letter from Baskin 
to HRC. 


Baskin’s letter went on to dis¬ 
miss the testimony from intersex 
activists who said they were un¬ 
happy with the gender-normaliz¬ 
ing interventions they received as 
children. 

“Of these 10 testimonies, it is 
quite clear that nine of these indi¬ 
viduals have had severe emotional 
problems, secondary to their status 
as intersex patients,” Baskin wrote. 

Intersex activists have long 
pointed to such comments as ex¬ 
amples of the obstacles they face 
when advocating for their rights. 
But as ISNA Executive Director 
Cheryl Chase noted, the fact that a 
government’s human rights com¬ 
mission has recognized the issue 
should be the beginning of the 
end to such dismissals. 

“In issuing this report, the San 
Francisco Human Rights Commis¬ 
sion has essentially declared me a 


human being,” said Chase, who was 
born with mixed sex anatomy in¬ 
ternally and externally. “No longer 
should we be lied to, displayed, be 
injected with hormones for ques¬ 
tionable purposes, and have our 
genitals cut to alleviate the anxieties 
of parents and doctors.” 

HRC investigator Marcus 
Arana said that despite Baskin’s 
displeasure with the HRC report, 
UCSF has responded separately 
and positively, designing a task 
force to address the issue and invit¬ 
ing input from the community. ▼

sion, which could pull his enter¬ 
tainment permits at all three bars. 
And Castro For All has also asked 
the planning department not to 
issue building permits to Natali, 
who wants to remodel the Pendu¬ 
lum, the only bar in the Castro 
that caters to African Americans. 

On Monday, Melbostad con¬ 
tacted HRC staff, Supervisor 
Bevan Dufty, and the com¬ 
plainants’ lawyer and spokesman 
to initiate mediation to resolve the 
pending matters. 

“No, it is never too late to me¬ 
diate,” said Melbostad. “This 
would be mediating the whole 
dispute not just related to the 
HRC investigation.” 

Romesburg said while the 
group is “exploring it as a legiti-

Sunday until almost midnight; she 
was partying all night.”

mate option,” it is unlikely to try 
mediation again. 

In an attempt to head off op¬ 
position for the remodel of the 
Pendulum, also on 18th Street, 
Natali and Pendulum partner 
Trewlany J. Bruce are offering to 
meet with community groups to 
discuss and determine the future 
of the Pendulum. 

In a release, Natali said the 
Pendulum has, in the past, “been 
an important and diverse social 
institution in the Castro, however, 
the last couple years the bar has 
failed to generate sufficient in¬ 
come to cover expenses.” 

According to Natali, the Pen¬ 
dulum has operated for 32 years 
without any improvements, and it 
is necessary to bring the bar up to 
current codes and making it 
wheelchair accessible. 


“There is not going to be a 
change in format or the clientele. 
Really it is similar to Badlands, 
which Les closed for a period of 
time to do renovations and then 
reopened,” said Melbostad. 

Romesburg countered that 
such an offer “is a great step in the 
right direction but has nothing to 
do with taking responsibility for 
the widespread discrimination 
proven as fact by the HRC. It is 
not really a gesture out of any kind 
of goodwill, just compliance with 
zoning requirements.”

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Who was Keith Haring?

for nightclubs such as the Mudd 
Club and the Paradise Garage. 

In 1980, Haring began to create 
cartoon-like chalk drawings on 
blank advertising panels in the 
city’s subway stations. He devel¬ 
oped a unique language of images 
including barking dogs, flying 
saucers, dancing figures, and his 
famous “radiant baby.” Though he 
was arrested several times, Haring 
continued drawing in the subways, 
even after he became famous. 

Both the public and the art 
world soon took an interest in 
Haring’s work. His first gallery 
show was a huge hit, and by his 
mid-20s, he had achieved interna¬ 
tional acclaim. He hobnobbed 
with the rich and famous, often in¬ 
troduced by Andy Warhol, an early 
influence who later became a 
mentor. Haring counted among 
his many friends and fans Yoko 
Ono, Timothy Leary, and Madon¬ 
na, whom he had met when he was 
a busboy and she was a coat-check 
girl at the Danceteria nightclub. 

Though he became a celebrity 
himself, Haring eschewed the elit¬ 
ism of the art world. In 1986, he 
opened his Pop Shop in Soho to 
sell items emblazoned with his 
images - much to the consterna¬ 
tion of critics and fellow artists 
who accused him of selling out. 
He created many large public 
works, including a section of the 
Berlin Wall and a children’s hospi¬ 
tal in Paris. Haring adored kids, 
and devised several large collabo¬ 
rative projects in which he worked 
with hundreds of children. 

In 1988, after having lost sever¬ 
al friends and a former partner to 
the disease, Haring was diagnosed 
with AIDS. Far from slowing him 
down, the diagnosis made Haring 
pick up the pace of his work and 
activism. He produced images 
promoting AIDS awareness and 
safe sex, was arrested at an ACT 
UP protest on Wall Street, and do¬ 
nated art worth tens of thousands 
of dollars to benefit AIDS-related 
causes. During his final year, he 
painted a wall-to-wall mural in the 
men’s bathroom of New York’s gay 
community center. 

“No matter how long you 
work, it’s always going to end 
sometime,” Haring said in one of 
his last interviews. “And there’s al¬ 
ways going to be things left un¬ 
done.” Living in an era before ef¬ 
fective anti-HIV therapy, Haring 
died of AIDS in February 1990 at 
the age of 31. ▼

This week's headline from the 
past: May 4, 1958 (47 years ago 
this week): Artist Keith Haring is 
born in Reading, Pennsylvania. 

F rom his start drawing graffi¬ 
ti in the New York City sub¬ 
ways, Keith Haring shattered 
barriers between high culture and 
the streets, becoming the artist 
most closely identified with the 
1980s wave of gay and AIDS 
activism. 

Haring was born May 
4,1958, in Reading, Penn¬ 
sylvania, and was raised in 
the small Pennsylvania 
Dutch farm community of 
Kutztown. His father taught 
him to draw car¬ 
toons, spurring a life¬ 
long interest in art. 

After briefly attend¬ 
ing the Ivy School of Professional 
Art in Pittsburgh, Haring decided 
he did not want to be a commer¬ 
cial artist and quit. 

By the late 1970s, he began hav-

ing sexual relationships with men 
and left the woman with whom he 
was living. “I decided to make a 
major break,” he later recalled. 
“New York was the only place 
to go.” Arriving in the city at 
a time of great cultural fer¬ 
ment, Haring immersed 
himself in the artistic life 
of the East Village. He at¬ 
tended the School of Visual 
Arts for two years, but 
dropped out after de¬ 
ciding he preferred 
the streets to the class¬ 
room. He explored his sexuality 
with abandon, frequenting the 
city’s bathhouses and sex clubs. 
Supporting himself with odd jobs, 
Haring began curating art shows

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Boycotts spring up in SF

Editor's note: While the Bay Area 
Reporter looks for a new political 
columnist following the retire¬ 
ment of Wayne Friday, we have 
invited several LGBT officials and 
others to write guest columns. This 
is the 12th in a series of such 
columns. 

; olitical action happens in 
many different variations in 
San Francisco, from street 
protests to deliberations in the 
chambers of City Hall, from elec¬ 
toral campaigning to direct ac¬ 
tion. Some political types adhere 
to one or another mode of action, 
eschewing either the grubby street 
level or the suit-and-tie crowd, 
while others sample from the 
smorgasbord and can be found 
both at the Anarchist Bookfair 
and at electoral conventions. 

Walking picket lines has re- 
emerged recently as a popular 
form of political exercise, and 
boycotts are in force. After a cool¬ 
ing-off period, Hotel and Restau¬ 
rant Workers Local 2 has been 
calling for a boycott of Multiple 
Employer’s Group hotels, and has 
been having a series of pickets, in¬ 
cluding one Tuesday, May 3, at 
which local community members 
have joined union members. 
Those planning hotel-based 
events can get a list of taboo 
venues and suggested alternatives 
by visiting www.unitehere2.org. 
However, some organizations 
have not been so careful about 
honoring the boycott, including

the Gay & Lesbian Alliance 
Against Defamation, which is 
planning its Media Awards cere¬ 
mony in June for a hotel that is on 
the boycott list. Since so many 
local luminaries are honoring the 
boycott, it seems like attendance 
might be rather sparse at the 
event. 

Another boycott action has 
emerged in wake of the finally-re¬ 
leased report of the San Francisco 
Human Rights Commission 
about discrimination at Badlands 
bar in the Castro. Last Saturday 
night saw a late-night picket of the 
bar by the group And Castro For 
All. Among those joining in on the 
picket line were local community 
members too numerous to list. 
But not all recognizable faces were 
carrying signs, and while some 
patrons may have been clueless 
bridge-and-tunnelers, there were 


a few locals who ought to know 
better, including an employee of 
the Mayor’s Office of Neighbor¬ 
hood Services. The full HRC re¬ 
port can be downloaded from 
www.andcastroforall.com, and in 
addition to details of Badlands 
owner Les Natali’s foot-dragging, 
it is interesting to note that he in¬ 
sisted that his current employees 
be interviewed at the bar with his 
lawyer present. Natali’s lawyer 
Paul Melbostad has also been 
quoted as saying that state law al¬ 
lows for requesting multiple 
forms of ID, but he failed to note 
that San Francisco’s law mandates 
that one form of ID is sufficient. 
Picketing will continue on Friday 
and Saturday nights. 

This past week had its share of 
benefits and banquets. At the A. 
Philip Randolph Institute event, 
honorees included Assemblyman 
Mark Leno (D-San Francisco), 
who received the Ashley Totten 
Award, and Supervisor Be van 
Dufty, who received the Bayard 
Rustin Award. APRI is an organi¬ 
zation of African American trade 
unionists. 

The new venue Counter- 
PULSE, which is carrying on the 
tradition of 848 Community 
Space, was the site Friday night of 
a benefit dinner for the eighth an¬ 
nual Queeruption gathering, 
which is taking place in Barcelona, 
Spain later this month. Rather 
than the rubber chicken common 
at electoral politics banquets, this 
feast - entitled “Ravenous” - was 
vegan. The Bay Area hosted a 
Queeruption in 2001, and they

Advocate of ‘ex¬ 
therapy back on

he name E. Warren Throck¬ 
morton does not roll off the 
■ tongue very easily, but it’s a 
name that could become more fa¬ 
miliar to gays in the near future. 
Thanks to just a “couple of dozen” 
e-mails and phone calls from sup¬ 
porters of Throckmorton, his name 
has landed back on a list of eight 
people serving as an advisory coun¬ 
cil to the nation’s largest provider of 
mental health care. The problem 
with that, says one of the nation’s 
preeminent health care organiza¬ 
tions for lesbians, is that Throck¬ 
morton advocates a controversial 
form of therapy that seeks to con¬ 
vert gay people into heterosexuals. 

Connecticut-based Magellan 
Health Services Inc. recently an¬ 
nounced that it would include 
Throckmorton on its National 
Professional Advisory Council. 
The purpose of the council, said 
Magellan in a press release, is “to 
provide input to the company on 
clinical and network management 
issues and assistance in improving 
consumers’ mental health through 
positive relations with clinical 
professional associations and 
communities.” 

The plan has already backfired 
with at least one community. The 
Mautner Project, a national les¬ 
bian health organization, fired off 
a press release last week, calling 
Throckmorton’s appointment “ir¬ 


responsible and dangerous.” 

Kathleen DeBold, executive di¬ 
rector of the Mautner Project, said 
that by including Throckmorton, 
Magellan is signaling its support 
for reparative therapy and its will¬ 
ingness to cover it. 

“They could approve paying 
for re-orientation therapy, which 
is wrong,” said DeBold, in an in¬ 
terview with Bay Area Reporter. 
“It’s been discredited. It should not 
be paid for. It’s like paying for foot¬ 
binding to increase women’s sexu¬ 
al response, or approving shock 
treatment for homosexuality.” 

The Mautner Project urged 
Magellan to remove Throckmor¬ 
ton from the council and offered to 
provide training to its staff in how 
to deliver “culturally competent 
services to their LGBT clients.” 

But DeBold said she has not 
heard back from Magellan, and 
the company did not return this 
reporter’s call for comment. A 
spokeswoman for Magellan, Erin 
S. Somers, told the Washington 
Times that Magellan firmly be¬ 
lieves in “individuals’ right to ex¬ 
plore a variety of therapies to ad¬ 
dress issues that are causing dis¬ 
tress, and that would include sex¬ 
ual orientation issues.” 

“And it is clear to us on that 
subject,” said Somers, “we and Dr. 
Throckmorton agree.” 

Throckmorton had served on 
the council for five years before 
anyone objected to his inclusion. 
When someone did object - and

Throckmorton says Magellan 
never told him who objected - the 
company removed him from the 
council. But then Throckmorton’s 
supporters objected to his re¬ 
moval and Magellan reversed that 
decision last month. 

Somers told the Times that 
Magellan reinstated Throckmor¬ 
ton after receiving “a couple of 
dozen” e-mails, letters, and tele¬ 
phone calls from people upset 
about his removal. 

But Throckmorton, in his own 
defense, says he does not agree 
with or use reparative therapy but 
rather “sexual re-orientation.” 

Reparative therapy, said 
Throckmorton, in a telephone in¬ 
terview with the B.A.R ., “is an ef¬ 
fort to repair damaged same-sex 
bonds, most often between one’s 
self and the same-sex parent.” He 
said a counselor focuses on the 
parent as the cause of the homo¬ 
sexual feelings. 

“I don’t believe that’s true of all 
people I see, or even most,” said 
Throckmorton. “A lot of people 
have backgrounds that fit that de¬ 
scription, but so do a lot of het¬ 
erosexuals. And a number of gay 
people don’t have anything ap¬ 
proximating that background. So 
it really doesn’t wash with me.” 

Sexual re-orientation, he said, 
is a “global term for any approach 
that says sexual feelings can be 
modified as result of counseling 
intervention” and could apply to 
heterosexual and homosexuals. ▼

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Navajo president 
vetoes gay marriage ban

avajo Nation President Joe 
Shirley Jr. has vetoed a ban 
on same-sex marriage that 
was unanimously adopted by the 
Tribal Council last month. 

“Same-sex marriage is a non¬ 
issue on Navajoland,” Shirley said 
in a statement released Sunday 
May 1, reported the Associated 
Press. “So why waste time and re¬ 
sources on it? We have more im¬ 
portant issues to address.” 

Shirley said the measure also 
goes against the Navajo teaching 
of nondiscrimination and doing 
no psychological or physical harm 
to others. 

“I believe it’s a people issue not 
a legislature issue,” Shirley told the 
Bay Area Reporter in a telephone 
interview Monday. “Were talking 
about the private lives of people. I 
don’t think the board should in¬ 
terfere.” 

The Tribal Council had earlier 
backed the bill banning same-sex 
marriage by a vote of 63-0. The 
Navajo Nation spans parts of Ari¬ 
zona, New Mexico, and Utah. 

Shirley said it’s a matter for the 
Navajo voters to decide. 

“If there’s going to be such a 
thing, as a ban on same-sex mar¬ 
riage, let the registered voters de¬ 
cide,” he said of the nation’s 
100,000 registered voters, about 
half of whom are aged 18-24. 

“It’s just common sense. If they 
want to take that on themselves as 
an initiative, we should not in¬ 
fringe upon that. This is their 
issue,” Shirley added. 

“We know gay people are on 
the Navajo Council,” said George 
Hardeen, communications direc¬ 
tor for the president’s office. 
“There are gay people on our staff. 
Nobody makes an issue of it.” 

Hardeen said that before the 
council’s winter session in Janu¬ 
ary, when the bill was introduced 
and tabled, same-sex marriage 
was not a common topic. 

“I don’t know any gay people 
seeking to be married,” said Hard¬ 
een. 

Two-spirits 

Hardeen said that the press 
commonly misinterprets Shirley’s 
use of the term “two-spirit,” which 
Shirley applies strictly to the in¬ 
tersex “nadleeh” of the Navajo’s, a 
character from the nation’s cre¬ 
ation story. 

“Two-spirit people in the 
Navajo perspective is a hermaph¬ 
rodite,” said Hardeen, who has 
lived on the reservation for 20 
years. “President Shirley under¬ 
stands the term two-spirit from 
the Navajo perspective.” 

The mythical and venerated 
nadleeh was one of the hunter- 
gatherer nation’s original gods in 
religious evolution, a pansexual 
trickster, and inventor, according 
to Clyde Hall, an Idaho Shoshone 
attorney, medicine elder, and for¬ 
mer Tribal Magistrate Judge who 
instructs the Radical Faeries in 
traditional culture at their Wolf 
Creek camp. 

“Every earth-based tradition, if 
you scratch it, two-spirit people 
are going to have a place,” Hall 
said. When the sexes split, the 
nadleeh braided men’s hair, 
washed their laundry, and then 
was voted and accepted into the 
community said Randy Burns, a 
30-year Bay Area Native American 
Two-Spirit activist.

“The two-spirit people have a 
traditional cultural role in the 
Dine Navajo nation that stretches 
back to the beginning of time, that 
is part of their creation myth, in¬ 
timately related to the very cre¬ 


ation of the tribe, that cannot be 
voted away,” said Andrew Brother 
Elk, a Shasta Indian and chair of 
the San Francisco Native Ameri¬ 
can Cultural Center. “The two- 
spirit role is very different from 
the way white people view gays, as 
on the outside. The reason I’m 
pissed off is because it flies in the 
face of real traditions. Anthropo¬ 
logical and academic literature 
supports this.” 

Local reaction 

In a 63-0 vote on April 22, with 
no abstentions, the elected Navajo 
Tribal Council passed the Dine 
Marriage Act of 2005 restricting 
marriage to one man and one 
woman. Dine is the Navajos’ name 
for themselves. 

There are 300,000 members of 
the Navajo Nation, the largest 
tribe recognized by the U.S. gov¬ 
ernment, 180,000 of them resid¬ 
ing on the remote and isolated

Do not take Reyataz if you are taking the 
following medicines: ergot medicines, Versed , 
HalcionOrap, Propulsid 5 , Camptosar®, Crixivan, 
Mevacof, Zocor, rifampin, St. John's wort, AcipHex f , 
Nexium*, Prevacid*, Prilosec 5 or Protonix . Do not 
use Viagra", Levitra*, Cialis*, or Vfend® while you are 
taking Reyataz without first speaking with your 
healthcare provider. This list of medicines is not 
complete. Discuss all prescription and non¬

Tell your healthcare provider right away if you 
have any side effects or conditions, including 
the following: 

• A change in the way your heart beats 

may occur and could be a symptom of a 
heart problem. 

• Diabetes and high blood sugar may occur 
in patients taking protease inhibitor medicines 
like Reyataz. 

• Yellowing of the skin and/or eyes may occur 
due to increases in bilirubin levels in the blood 
(bilirubin is made by the liver). 

• Rash (redness and itching) sometimes occurs 
in patients taking Reyataz, most often in the 
first few weeks after the medicine is started, 
and usually goes away within two weeks with 
no change in treatment. 


• If you have liver disease, including hepatitis B 
or C, your liver disease may get worse when 

you take anti-HIV medicines like Reyataz. 

• Some patients with hemophilia have 
increased bleeding problems with protease 
inhibitor medicines like Reyataz. 

Changes in body fat have been seen in some 
patients taking anti-HIV medicines.The cause and 
long-term effects are not known at this time. 

Common side effects of Reyataz taken with other 
anti-HIV medicines include: nausea, headache, 
stomach pain, vomiting, diarrhea, depression, fever, 
dizziness, trouble sleeping, numbness, and tingling 
or burning of hands or feet. 

You should take Reyataz once daily with food 
(a meal or snack). You should take Reyataz 
and your other anti-HIV medicines exactly as 
instructed by your healthcare provider.

(generic name = atazanavir sulfate) Capsules 

ALERT: Find out about medicines that should NOT be taken with REYATAZ. 

Read the section “What important information should I know about taking REYATAZ with other medicines?” 
Read the Patient Information that comes with REYATAZ before you start using it and each time you get a refill. 
There may be new information. This leaflet provides a summary about REYATAZ and does not include everything 
there is to know about your medicine. This information does not take the place of talking with your healthcare 
provider about your medical condition or treatment. 

What is REYATAZ (atazanavir sulfate)? 

REYATAZ is a prescription medicine used with other anti-HIV medicines to treat people who are infected with 
the human immunodeficiency virus (HIV). HIV is the virus that causes acquired immune deficiency syndrome 
(AIDS). REYATAZ is a type of anti-HIV medicine called a protease inhibitor. HIV infection destroys CD4+ (7) cells, 
which are important to the immune system. The immune system helps fight infection. After a large number of T 
cells are destroyed, AIDS develops. REYATAZ helps to block HIV protease, an enzyme that is needed for the HIV 
virus to multiply. REYATAZ may lower the amount of HIV in your blood, help your body keep its supply of CD4+ 
(T) cells, and reduce the risk of death and illness associated with HIV. 

Does REYATAZ cure HIV or AIDS? 

REYATAZ does not cure HIV infection or AIDS. At present there is no cure for HIV infection. People taking 
REYATAZ may still get opportunistic infections or other conditions that happen with HIV infection. Opportunistic 
infections are infections that develop because the immune system is weak. Some of these conditions are 
pneumonia, herpes virus infections, and Mycobacterium avium complex (MAC) infections. It is very important 
that you see your healthcare provider regularly while taking REYATAZ. 

REYATAZ does not lower your chance of passing HIV to other people through sexual contact, sharing 
needles, or being exposed to your blood. For your health and the health of others, it is important to always 
practice safer sex by using a latex or polyurethane condom or other barrier to lower the chance of sexual 
contact with semen, vaginal secretions, or blood. Never use or share dirty needles. 

Who should not take REYATAZ? 

Do not take REYATAZ if you: 

• are taking certain medicines. (See “What important information should I know about taking REYATAZ with 
other medicines?”) Serious life-threatening side effects or death may happen. Before you take REYATAZ, tell 
your healthcare provider about ail medicines you are taking or planning to take. These include other pre¬ 
scription and nonprescription medicines, vitamins, and herbal supplements. 

• are allergic to REYATAZ or to any of its ingredients. The active ingredient is atazanavir sulfate. See the end 
of this leaflet for a complete list of ingredients in REYATAZ. Tell your healthcare provider if you think you have 
had an allergic reaction to any of these ingredients. 

What should I tell my healthcare provider before I take REYATAZ? 

Tell your healthcare provider: 

• If you are pregnant or planning to become pregnant. It is not known if REYATAZ can harm your unborn 
baby. Pregnant women have experienced serious side effects when taking REYATAZ with other HIV medicines 
called nucleoside analogues. You and your healthcare provider will need to decide if REYATAZ is right for you. 
If you use REYATAZ while you are pregnant, talk to your healthcare provider about the Antiretroviral Pregnancy 
Registry. 

• If you are breast-feeding. You should not breast-feed if you are HIV-positive because of the chance of pass¬ 
ing HIV to your baby. Also, it is not known if REYATAZ can pass into your breast milk and if it can harm your 
baby. If you are a woman who has or will have a baby, talk with your healthcare provider about foe best way 
to feed your baby. 

• If you have liver problems or are infected with the hepatitis B or G virus. See “What are the possible side 
effects of REYATAZ?" 

• If you have diabetes. See “What are the possible side effects of REYATAZ?" 

• If you have hemophilia. See “What are foe possible side effects of REYATAZ?” 

• About all the medicines you take, including prescription and nonprescription medicines, vitamins, and 
herbal supplements. Keep a list of your medicines with you to show your healthcare provider. For more infor¬ 
mation, see “What important information should I know about taking REYATAZ with other medicines?” and 
“Who should not take REYATAZ?" Some medicines can cause serious side effects if taken with REYATAZ. 

How should I take REYATAZ? 

• Take REYATAZ once every day exactly as instructed by your healthcare provider. Your healthcare 
provider will prescribe the amount of REYATAZ that is right for you. 

• For adults who have never taken anti-HIV medicines before, foe usual dose is 400 mg (two 200-mg capsules) 
once daily taken with food. 

• For adults who have taken anti-HIV medicines in foe past, the usual dose is 300 mg (two 150-mg capsules) 
plus 100 mg of NORVIR* (ritonavir) once daily taken with food. 

Your dose will depend on your liver function and on foe other anti-HIV medicines that you are taking. REYATAZ 
is always used with other anti-HIV medicines. If you are taking REYATAZ with SUSTIVA* (efavirenz) or with 
VIREAD®(tenofovir disoproxil fumarate), you should also be taking NORVIR* (ritonavir). 

• Always take REYATAZ with food (a meal or snack) to help it work better. Swallow the capsules whole. Do not 
open the capsules. Take REYATAZ at foe same time each day. 

• If you are taking antacids or VIDEX* (didanosine) Chewable/Dispersible Buffered Tablets, take REYATAZ 
2 hours before or 1 hour after these medicines. 

• Do not change your dose or stop taking REYATAZ without first talking with your healthcare provider. 

It is important to stay under a healthcare provider’s care while taking REYATAZ. 

• When your supply of REYATAZ starts to run low, get more from your healthcare provider or pharmacy. It is 
important not to run out of REYATAZ. The amount of HIV in your blood may increase if the medicine is stopped 
for even a short time. 

• If you miss a dose of REYATAZ, take it as soon as possible and then take your next scheduled dose at its 
regular time. If, however, it is within 6 hours of your next dose, do not take the missed dose. Wait and take 
the next dose at the regular time. Do not double the next dose. It is important that you do not miss any doses 
of REYATAZ or your other anti-HIV medicines 

• If you take more than the prescribed dose of REYATAZ. call your healthcare provider or poison control 
center right away. 

Can children take REYATAZ? 

REYATAZ has not been fully studied in children under 16 years of age. REYATAZ should not be used in babies 
under foe age of 3 months. 

What are the possible side effects of REYATAZ? 

The following list of side effects is not complete. Report any new or continuing symptoms to your healthcare 
provider. If you have questions about side effects, ask your healthcare provider. Your healthcare provider may be able 
to help you manage these side effects. 

The following side effects have been reported with REYATAZ: 

• rash (redness and itching) sometimes occurs in patients taking REYATAZ, most often in the first few weeks 
after the medicine is started. Rashes usually go away within 2 weeks with no change in treatment. Tell your 
healthcare provider if rash occurs. 

• yellowing of the skin or eyes. These effects may be due to increases in bilirubin levels in the blood 
(bilirubin is made by the liver). Call your healthcare provider if your skin or foe white part of your eyes turn 
yellow. Although these effects may not be damaging to your liver, skin, or eyes, it is important to tell your 
healthcare provider promptly if they occur. 

• a change in the way your heart beats (heart rhythm change). Call your healthcare provider right away if 
you get dizzy or lightheaded. These could be symptoms of a heart problem. 

• diabetes and high blood sugar (hyperglycemia) sometimes happen in patients taking protease inhibitor 
medicines like REYATAZ. Some patients had diabetes before taking protease inhibitors while others did not. 
Some patients may need changes in their diabetes medicine. 

• if you have liver disease including hepatitis B or C, your liver disease may get worse when you take anti- 
HIV medicines like REYATAZ. 

• some patients with hemophilia have increased bleeding problems with protease inhibitors like REYATAZ. 


• changes in body fat. These changes may include an increased amount of fat in foe upper back and neck 
(“buffalo hump”), breast, and around the trunk. Loss of fat from the legs, arms, and face may also happen. 
The cause and long-term health effects of these conditions are not known at this time. 

Other common side effects of REYATAZ taken with other anti-HIV medicines include nausea; headache; stomach 
pain; vomiting; diarrhea; depression; fever; dizziness; trouble sleeping; numbness, tingling, or burning of hands 
or feet; and muscle pain. 

What important information should I know about taking REYATAZ with other medicines*? 

Do not take REYATAZ if you take the following medicines (not all brands may be listed; tell your health¬ 
care provider about ail the medicines you take). REYATAZ may cause serious, life-threatening side 
effects or death when used with these medicines. 

• Ergot medicines: dihydroergotamine, ergonovine, ergotamine, and mefoylergonovine such as CAFERGOT®, 
MIGRANAL®, D.H.E. 45®, ergotrate maleate, METHERGINE®, and others (used for migraine headaches). 

• HALCION* (triazolam, used for insomnia). 

• VERSED® (midazolam, used for sedation). 

• ORAP (pimozide, used for Tourette’s disorder). 

• PROPULSID® (cisapride, used for certain stomach problems). 

Do not take foe following medicines with REYATAZ (atazanavir sulfate) because of possible serious side effects: 

• CAMPTOSAR* (irinotecan, used for cancer). 

• CRIXIVAN” (indinavir, used for HIV infection). Both REYATAZ and CRIXIVAN sometimes cause increased levels of 
bilirubin in foe blood. 

• Cholesterol-lowering medicines MEVACOR* (lovastatin) or ZOCOR* (simvastatin). 

Do not take foe following medicines with REYATAZ because they may lower the amount of REYATAZ in your 
blood. This may lead to an increased HIV viral load. Resistance to REYATAZ or cross-resistance to other HIV medicines 
may develop: 

• Rifampin (also known as RIMACTANE®, RIFADIN®, RIFATER*, or RIFAMATE®, used for tuberculosis). 

• St. John’s wort (Hypericum perforatum), an herbal product sold as a dietary supplement, or products contain¬ 
ing St. John’s wort. 

• “Proton-pump inhibitors" used for indigestion, heartburn, or ulcers such as AcipHex* (rabeprazole), NEXIUM* 
(esomeprazole), PREVACID* (lansoprazole), PRILOSEC* (omeprazole), or PROTONIX* (pantoprazole). 

Do not take foe following medicine if you are taking REYATAZ and NORVIR® together. 

• VFEND® (voriconazole). 

The following medicines may require your healthcare provider to monitor your therapy more closely: 

• CIALIS® (tadalafil), LEVITRA® (vardenafil), or VIAGRA® (sildenafil). REYATAZ may increase the chances of serious 
side effects that can happen with CIALIS, LEVITRA, or VIAGRA. Do not use CIALIS, LEVITRA, or VIAGRA while 
you are taking REYATAZ unless your healthcare provider tells you it is okay. 

• LIPITOR* (atorvastatin). There is an increased chance of serious side effects if you take REYATAZ with this 
cholesterol-lowering medicine. 

• Medicines for abnormal heart rhythm: CQRDARONE® (amiodarone), lidocaine, quinidine (also known as 
CARDIOQUIN®, GUINIDEX®, and others). 

• VASCOR® (bepridil, used for chest pain).

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Area women go the 
distance to fight cancer

n 1998, 51-year old Belmont 
resident Carol Presley received 
the news that she had chronic 
lymphocytic leukemia, or CLL, a 
blood-related cancer that destroys 
the immune system and leads to 
debilitating treatments like bone 
marrow transplants, radiation, 
and chemotherapy. 

So Presley said she wanted to 
take matters into her own hands, 
by eating right and making her 
body as strong as possible to fight 
the disease. Little did she know that 
seven years later this would include 
participation in two marathons 
and five half-marathons - all sur¬ 
rounded by a community of sup¬ 
porters working to make a differ¬ 
ence and find a cure. 

Shortly after her diagnosis, 
Presley found a personal trainer, 
with whom she candidly dis¬ 
cussed her disease and her moti¬ 
vation for getting in shape. “At one 
of my first sessions my trainer told 
me that the day after our initial 
consultation she received a flyer in 
the mail from the Leukemia 8c 
Lymphoma Society, and that she 
wanted to walk a marathon in my 
honor,” said Presley. 

The program Presley’s trainer 
spoke about, and which Presley 
quickly became immersed in, is 
called “Team in Training,” an ef¬ 
fort by the Leukemia 8c Lym¬ 
phoma Society that provides com¬ 
prehensive training support for a 
variety of sporting events in ex¬ 
change for fundraising assistance. 

“Team in Training helps ath¬ 
letes at all experience levels - from 
couch potato to triathlete - pre¬ 
pare for any number of a half 
dozen different events,” said Casey 
Shaughnessy of the Leukemia 8c 
Lymphoma Society. “When mem¬ 
bers sign up they are given a per¬ 
sonalized three- to five-month 
training calendar that spells out 
exactly how much exercise and at 
what intensity they need to un¬ 
dertake each day.” 

Participants are also assigned 
to an individual training team 
based on their chosen sport and 
experience level. Specialists with 
the society give group lectures on 
proper equipment, nutrition, as 
well as techniques to help each 
participant meet their fitness goals 
and fundraising commitments. 

“Most events require, on aver¬ 
age, a $2,000 fundraising commit¬ 
ment,” said Shaughnessy. “That 
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Carol Presley during a training run. 

can be really intimidating, so we 
have fundraising captains who 
give assistance and advice ... they 
help participants write fundrais¬ 
ing letters, partner up to host par¬ 
ties, and help brainstorm on cre¬ 
ative fundraising techniques.” 

Team in Training’s major Bay 
Area event is the Nike Women’s 
Marathon, a full and half 
marathon that last fall hosted 
9,000 participants in San Francis¬ 
co and raised more than $10 mil¬ 
lion for the Leukemia & Lym¬ 
phoma Society. 

“There’s an incredible spirit, 
before, during and after the race,” 
said marathoner Alexandra Wal- 
terspiel. “The first hill of the race 
took us up by the Cliff House, I 
turned around and saw the most 
amazing sight - a wave made up 
of mostly women, running up 
Ocean Beach at the crack of dawn, 
all for such a good cause.” 

As a recipient of the Leukemia & 
Lymphoma Society’s fundraising 
efforts, Presley is grateful to help the 
organization through event partici¬ 
pation and speaking opportunities 
at Team in Training information 
sessions. She said that often the 
major commitment obstacles for 
people aren’t necessarily physical. 

“The program gives you the 
tools to succeed - the training 
plan and calendar go very slowly 
so that even people who have 
never run or walked before can do 
it. They also provide the infra¬ 
structure to help people meet the 
fundraising portion - often an¬ 
other worry,” said Presley. 

According to Presley, the major 
challenge is fighting a pervasive 
attitude of “I’m only one person, 

I can’t make a difference.” 

“The first marathon I attend- 
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ed, as an honored patient [repre¬ 
senting the Leukemia 8c Lym¬ 
phoma Society], I was absolutely 
struck by all of the dedicated peo¬ 
ple ... realizing that it’s not just my 
local team, but thousands of peo¬ 
ple from all over the world who 
are on my team. It was such an 
uplifting experience, I cried and 
cheered until I was hoarse.” 

Presley’s partner, Janna Clark, 
has also become deeply involved. 
She has participated in eight 
marathons, raised an estimated 
$25,000 for the society to date, 
and recently became a head coach 
for a Team in Training team. 

“When a loved one is diag¬ 
nosed with something like cancer, 
people feel so absolutely helpless,” 
said Presley. “Team in Training is 
something real and concrete that 
Janna can do, that really helps her 
feel like there is something she can 
do to help. She’s vowed to keep 
walking until there’s a cure.” 

“For people like me,” said Pres¬ 
ley, “we have to dig down deep to 
compete in endurance events, but 
it gives me the courage and 
strength to look leukemia in the 
eye and say‘you can’t beat me.’” T

message out, Saladino said. 

Saladino, however, figures he 
doesn’t have much to lose by con¬ 
tinuing to run for the office; he 
doesn’t have to give up his job to 
run, and said he will still have his 
job after the election. He was crit¬ 
ical of Lockyer entering the trea¬ 
surer’s race, saying the two-term 
attorney general doesn’t have the 
qualifications. 

“My feeling is that Bill Lockyer, 
despite being well-known and 
well-financed, is not the right per¬ 
son to hold that job,” Saladino said. 

Lockyer, who turns 64 this 
month, has long been interested in 
running for governor, and as re¬ 
cently as last month’s state party 
convention was handing out “Lock¬ 
yer for Governor” buttons. But in 
the last week or so, he had appar¬ 
ently grown weary of the partisan 
slugfest that the governor’s race 
likely would become. Current state 
Treasurer Phil Angelides (D) de¬ 
clared his intention to run for gov¬ 
ernor in March, and has already 
lined up substantial support among 
the party’s establishment. Addi¬ 
tionally, Lockyer, according to sev¬ 
eral people at the event, was re¬ 
ceived somewhat coolly at last 
month’s convention, as many party 
activists still haven’t forgiven Lock¬ 
yer for publicly stating that he 
voted for Republican Governor 
Arnold Schwarzenegger in the 2003 
recall election, though he said he 
voted against the recall itself. 

Angelides and state Controller 
Steve Westly, who’s mulling a bid 
for governor, are running as if 
Schwarzenegger will seek re-elec¬ 
tion next year, though the gover¬ 
nor has yet to make a formal an¬ 


nouncement. 

Members of the LGBT commu¬ 
nity had also reacted negatively or 
indifferently to Lockyer’s nascent 
gubernatorial campaign, as the at¬ 
torney general stepped into the 
battle over same-sex marriage last 
yearjoining with antigay groups in 
urging the state Supreme Court to 
halt the San Francisco nuptials, 
which it did about a month after 
the weddings began. 

In legal arguments last Decem¬ 
ber in the San Francisco same-sex 
marriage case, Lockyer said the 
state should uphold the tradition 
of marriage between one man and 
one woman. A Superior Court 
judge in March ruled that current 
state law discriminates against 
same-sex marriages was unconsti¬ 
tutional, but appeals to the state 
Supreme Court are expected. 

In his announcement last 
week, Lockyer didn’t dwell on the 
intricacies of state finances in his 
decision to run for treasurer. And 
with his millions of dollars and 
existing name recognition, Lock¬ 
yer can be expected to blanket the 
airwaves with television ads, run¬ 
ning a virtual campaign. 

Saladino acknowledged that he 
has no money for a statewide tele¬ 
vision ad campaign. But he said he 
was encouraged to run by sup¬ 
porters because the state treasur¬ 
er’s office is important. Saladino 
said he commissioned a poll last 
year that showed he runs strong 
among nonpartisans based on his 
qualifications. 

“A lot of ‘decline-to-state’ 
would vote for me,” he said. “A lot 
of people aren’t thrilled with Bill 
Lockyer. My goal has always been 
to wage as effective campaign as I 
can, without TV.” 

Saladino was appointed county 
treasurer and tax collector by the Los

morning,” she added. “In light of the 
appeals committee ruling, he re¬ 
turned my ordination credentials to 
me. He also offered to appoint me 
as associate pastor at the First Unit¬ 
ed Methodist Church of German¬ 
town with full rights and responsi¬ 
bilities of an ordained minister. I 
shared with Bishop Matthews my 
decision not to robe or lead Com¬ 
munion or baptism until my case is 
over. For this reason, I declined his 
offer of an appointment. I will con¬ 
tinue to serve in the capacity of a lay 
minister at First United Methodist 
Church of Germantown until the 
end of the case. 

“When I put my robes back on, 
whether it’s at the conclusion of 
the judicial process or in a num¬ 
ber of years when the General 


Conference changes this unjust 
legislation, I want that to be a 
symbol of the sacred trust among 
me, God, and the larger church. I 
do not want my ordination to be a 
symbol of who is on the winning 
or losing side of a controversy at 
any given moment,” Stroud said. 

Stroud’s decision as to how to 
conduct church duties in the in¬ 
terim provides an example of the 
heartfelt sincerity with which she 
approaches religious life. 

“Although the ruling gives me 
the right to re-don my robe and 
stole and celebrate the sacraments,” 
she said just after the appeal ver¬ 
dict, “I’ve decided to wait until my 
case is resolved. Ordination is sa¬ 
cred to me, and I don’t feel that I 
can just put it on and take it off 
again without trivializing it.” 

It is precisely such dedication, 
displayed on national TV in a 
two-hour PBS documentary 
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Angeles County Board of Supervi¬ 
sors in April 1998. His duties as trea¬ 
surer include borrowing money on 
behalf of the county and other pub¬ 
lic entities; investing billions of dol¬ 
lars on behalf of the county; and 
serving as pension trustee on the 
county retirement board. He main¬ 
tains that the duties are similar to 
that of the state treasurer. 

“The scale is what’s different,” 
he said. 

But Saladino has an uphill bat¬ 
tle now, and he was critical of 
term limits that result in politi¬ 
cians “bouncing from place to 
place” simply to have a job. 

Paul Hogan, the Northern Cali¬ 
fornia co-chair of the state Democ¬ 
ratic Party’s LGBT Caucus, told the 
B.A.R. that more candidates proba¬ 
bly would switch races in advance 
of the 2006 primary next June. 

“We will likely see more shake- 
ups as candidates evaluate their 
chances and see better prospects 
running in the unexpectedly open 
races of secretary of state and con¬ 
troller,” Hogan said. 

Former Secretary of State 
Kevin Shelley, for whom Hogan 
once worked, resigned earlier this 
year, and Westly’s entry into the 
governor’s race would result in 
that office becoming open. 

For now, Saladino is soldiering 
on. He plans to proceed with the 
application process for the Victo¬ 
ry Fund endorsement, but de¬ 
murred when asked whether he 
would visit the Bay Area to raise 
funds, and reiterated how the 
money for the race has virtually 
dried up. 

“It’s much tougher sledding,” 
he said. T

broadcast last December that 
brought tears to the eyes of many 
who observed the original trial. 

The appeals panel, composed 
of clergymen and lay people rep¬ 
resenting Methodist districts in 
the northeast, was allowed to con¬ 
sider only two questions: Did the 
evidence support the initial 
charge? And, did errors of church 
law render the 7-6 verdict invalid? 

Stroud had argued that the 
lack of a clear definition of the 
term “self-avowed practicing ho¬ 
mosexual” rendered the verdict 
invalid. 

“The church constitution de¬ 
clares that we must not practice 
discrimination on the basis of‘sta¬ 
tus,’” she explained. “Church law 
also says that ‘self-avowed practic¬ 
ing homosexuals’ cannot be or¬ 
dained or appointed to serve as 
pastors. If neither ‘status’ nor ‘prac¬ 
ticing homosexual’ has ever been 
defined, how can you determine if 
church law about ‘self-avowed 
practicing homosexuals’ discrimi¬ 
nates on the basis of‘status?’” 

The appeals panel agreed, rul¬ 
ing that neither the church’s top 
legislative assembly nor its Eastern 
Pennsylvania region where Stroud 
was tried had ever defined what it 
meant by “practicing homosexual.” 

The panel also declared that re¬ 
tired Bishop Joseph Yeakel, who 
presided over Stroud’s two-day 
trial last year, should have consid¬ 
ered her arguments that the 
church’s law prohibiting “self- 
avowed practicing homosexuals” 
from being ordained or appoint¬ 
ed to serve as pastors violates the 
Methodist Constitution. Yeakel 
had prevented the jury from hear¬ 
ing Stroud’s argument, calling it 
irrelevant and beyond the jury’s 
scope of consideration. The ap¬ 
peals panel said that Yeakel did in¬ 
deed have the right to keep 
Stroud’s argument from the jury, 
but only if he had first ruled that it 
lacked merit. ▼

Patient Information 

KALETRA® (kuh-LKE-tra) 

Generic Name: lopinavir/ritonavir (lop-IN-uh-veer/rit-ON-uh-veer) 

Read this leaflet carefully before you start taking KALETRA. Also, read it each time you get year KALETRA 
prescription refilled, in case something has changed. This information does not take the place of talking with your 
doctor w'hen you start this medicine and at check ups. Ask your doctor if you have any questions about KALETRA. 
Before taking your medicine, make sure you have received the correct medicine. Compare the name above with the 
name on your bottle and the appearance of your medicine with the description provided below. Contact your 
pharmacist immediately if you believe a dispensing error has occurred. 

What is KALETRA and how does it work? 

KALETRA is a combination of two medicines. They are lopinavir and ritonavir, KAIJETRA is a type of medicine 
called an IHV (human immunodeficiency virus) protease (PRO-tee-ase) inhibitor. KALETRA is always used in 
combination with other anti-HIV medicines to treat people with human immunodeficiency virus (HIV) infection. 
KALETRA is for adults and for children age 6 months and older. 

HIV infection destroys CD 4 (T) cells, which are important to the immune system. After a large number of T cells 
are destroyed, acquired immune deficiency syndrome (AIDS) develops. 

KALETRA blocks HIV protease, a chemical which is needed for HIV to multiply. KALETRA reduces the amount 
of HIV in your blood and increases the number of T cells. Reducing the amount of HIV in the blood reduces the 
chance of death or infections that happen when your immune system is weak (opportunistic infections). 

Does KALETRA cure HIV or AIDS? 

KALETRA does not cure HIV infection or AIDS. The long-term effects of KALETRA are not known at this 
time. People taking KALETRA may still get opportunistic infections or other conditions that happen with 
HIV infection. Some of these conditions are pneumonia, herpes virus infections, and Mycobacterium avium 
complex (MAC) infections. 

Does KALETRA reduce the risk of passing HIV to others? 

KALETRA does not reduce the risk of passing HIV to others through sexual contact or blood contamination. 
Continue to practice safe sex and do not use or share dirty needles. 

How should I take KALETRA? 

• You should stay under a doctor's care when taking KALETRA. Do not change your treatment or stop treatment 
without first talking with your doctor. 

• You must take KALETRA every day exactly as your doctor prescribed it. The dose of KALETRA may be 
different for you than for other patients. Follow the directions from your doctor, exactly as written on the label. 

• Dosing in adults (including children 12 years of age and older): 

The usual dose for adults is 3 capsules (400/100 mg) or 5.0 mL of the oral solution twice a day (morning and 
night), in combination with other anti-HIV medicines. 

• Dosing in children from 6 months to 12 years of age: 

Children from 6 months to 12 years of age can also take KALETRA. The child's doctor will decide die right 
dose based on the child’s weight. 

• Take KALETRA with food to help it work better. 

• Do not change your dose or stop taking KALETRA without first talking with your doctor. 

• When your KALETRA supply starts to run low, gel more from your doctor or pharmacy. This is very important 
because the amount of virus in your blood may increase if the medicine is stopped for even a short time. The 
virus may develop resistance to KALETRA and become harder to treat. 

• Be sure to set up a schedule and follow it carefully. 

• Only take medicine that has been prescribed specifically for you. Do not give KALETRA to others or take 
medicine prescribed for someone else. 

What should I do if I miss a dose of KALETRA? 

It is important that you do not miss any doses. If you miss a dose of KALETRA. take it as soon as possible and 
then take your next scheduled dose at its regular time. If it is almost time for your next dose, do not take the missed 
dose. Wail and take the next dose at the regular time. Do not double the next dose. 

What happens if I take too much KALETRA? 

If you suspect that you took more than the prescribed dose of this medicine, contact your local poison control center 
or emergency room immediately. 

As with all prescription medicines, KALETRA should be kept out of.the reach of young children. KALETRA liquid 
contains a large amount of alcohol, if a toddler or young child accidentally drinks more than the recommended dose 
of KALETRA, it could make him/her sick from too much alcohol. Contact your local poison control center or 
emergency room immediately if this happens. 

Who should not take KALETRA? 

Together with your doctor, you need to decide whether KALETRA is right for you. 

• Do not take KALETRA if you are taking certain medicines. These could cause serious side effects that could 
cause death. Before you take KALETRA, you must tell your doctor about all the medicines you are taking or 
are planning to take. These include other prescription and non-prescription medicines and herbal supplements. 

For more information about medicines vou should not take with KAUETRA, please read the section titled 
"MEDICINES YOU SHOULD NOT TAKE WITH KALETRA.” 

• Do not take KALETRA if you have an allergy to KALETRA or any of its ingredients, including ritonavir or 
lopinavir. 

Can I take KALETRA with other medications?* 

KALETRA may interact with other medicines, including those you take without a prescription. You must tell your 
doctor about ail the medicines you are taking or planning to take before you take KALETR A. 

MEDICINES YOU SHOULD NOT TAKE WITH KALETRA: 

• Do not take the following medicines with KALETRA because they can cause serious problems or death if taken 
with KALETRA. 

- Dihydroergotamine, ergonovine. ergotamine and methylergonovine such as Cafergot®, Migranal®. D.H.E. 45®. 
Ergotrate Maleate, Metherginc, and others 

- Halcion® (triazolam) 

- Hismanal® (astemizole) 

- Orap® (pimozide) 

- Propulsid® (cisapride) 

- Seldane® (terfenadine) 

- Versed® (midazolam) 

• Do not take KALETRA with rifampin, also known as Rimactane®, Rifadin®. Rifater®, or Rifamate®. Rifampin 
may lower (lie amount of KALETRA in your blood and make it less effective. 

• Do not take KALETRA with St. John's wort (hypericum perforatum), an herbal product sold as a dietary 
supplement, or products containing St. John's wort. Talk with your doctor if you are taking or planning to lake 


St. John’s wort. Taking St. John’s wort may decrease KALETRA levels and lead to increased viral load and 
possible resistance to KALETRA or cross-resistance to other anti-HIV medicines. 

• Do not take KALETRA with the cholesterol-lowering medicines Mevacor® (lovastatin) or Zocor® (simvastatin) 
because of possible serious reactions. There is also an increased risk of drug interactions between KALETRA 
and Lipitor® (atorvastatin); talk to your doctor before you take any of these cholesterol-reducing medicines with 
KALETRA. 

Medicines that require dosage adjustments: 

It is possible that your doctor may need to increase or decrease the dose of other medicines when you are also taking 
KALETRA. Remember to tell your doctor all medicines you are taking or plan to take. 

Before you take Viagra® (sildenafil), Ciafis® (tadalafil), or Levitra® (vardenafii) with KALETRA, talk to 
your doctor about problems these medicines can cause when taken together. You may get increased side 
effects of VIAGRA, CIALIS, or LEVITRA such as low blood pressure, vision changes, and penis erection 
lasting more than 4 hours. If an erection lasts longer than 4 hours, get medical help right away to avoid 
permanent damage to your penis. Your doctor can explain these symptoms to you. 

• If you are taking oral contraceptives ("the pill”) or the contraceptive pitch to prevent pregnancy, you should use 
an additional or different type of contraception since KALETRA may reduce the effectiveness of oral or patch 
contraceptives. 

• Efavirenz (SustivaTM), nevirapine (Viramune®), Agenerase (amprenavir) and Viraeept (nelfinavir) may lower 
the amount of KALETRA in your blood. Your doctor may increase your dose of KALETRA if you are also 
taking efavirenz, nevirapine, amprenavir or nelfinavir. 

• If you are taking Mycobutin® (rifabutin), your doctor will lower the dose of Mycobutin. 

• A change in therapy should Ire considered if you are taking KALETRA with: 

Phenobarbital 

Phenyioin (Dilantin® and others)

These medicines may lower the amount of KALETRA in your blood and make it less effective. 

• Other Special Considerations: 

KALETRA oral solution contains alcohol. Talk with your doctor if you arc taking or planning to take 
metronidazole or disulfiram. Severe nausea and vomiting can occur. 

• If you are taking both didanosine (Videx®) and KALETRA: 

Didanosine (Videx®) should be taken one hour before or two hours after KALETRA. 

What are the possible side effects of KALETRA? 

• This list of side effects is not complete. If you have questions about side effects, ask your doctor, nurse, or 
pharmacist. You should report any new or continuing symptoms to your doctor right away. Your doctor may be 
able to help you manage these side effects. 

• The most commonly reported side effects of moderate severity dial are thought to be drug related fire: abdominal 
pain, abnormal stools (bowel movements), diarrhea, feeling weak/tired, headache, and nausea. Children taking 
KALETRA may sometimes get a skin rash. 

• Blood tests in patients taking KALETRA may show possible liver problems. People with liver disease such as 
Hepatitis B and Hepatitis C who take KALETRA may have worsening fiver disease. Liver problems including 
death have occurred in patients taking KALETRA. In studies, it is unclear if KALETRA caused these liver 
problems because some patients had other illnesses or were taking oilier medicines. 

• Some patients taking KALETRA can develop serious problems with their pancreas (pancreatitis), which may 
cause death. You haVe a higher chance of having pancreatitis if you have had it before. Tell your doctor if you 
have nausea, vomiting, or abdominal pain. These may be signs of pancreatitis. 

• Some patients have large increases in triglycerides and cholesterol. The long-term chance of getting 
complications such as heart attacks or stroke due to increases in triglycerides and cholesterol caused by protease 
inhibitors is not known at this time. 

• Diabetes and high blood sugar (hyperglycemia) occur in patients taking protease inhibitors such as KALETRA. 
Some patients had diabetes before starting protease inhibitors, others did not. Some patients need changes in 
their diabetes medicine. Others needed new diabetes medicine. 

• Changes in body fat have been seen in some patients taking antiretroviral therapy. These changes may include 
increased amount of fat in the upper back and neck ("buffalo hump”), breast, and around the trunk. Loss of fat 
from die legs, arms and face may also happen. The cause and long term health effects of these conditions are not 
known at this lime. 

• Some patients with hemophilia have increased bleeding with protease inhibitors. 

• There have been other side effects in patients taking KALETRA. However, these side effects may have been due 
to other medicines that patients were taking or to the illness itself. Some of these side effects can be serious. 

What should I tell my doctor before taking KALETRA? 

• If you are pregnant or planning to become pregnant: The effects of KALETRA on pregnant women or their 
unborn babies are not known. 

• If you are breast-feeding: Do not breast-feed if you are taking KALEIRA. You should not breast-feed if you 
have HIV. If you are a woman who has or will have a baby, talk with your doctor about the best way to feed your 
baby. You should be aware that if your baby does not already have HIV, there is a ehance that HIV can be 
transmitted through breast-feeding. 

• If you have liver problems: If you have liver problems or are infected with Hepatitis B or Hepatitis C, you should 
teil your doctor before taking KALETRA. 

• If you have diabetes: Some people taking protease inhibitors develop new or more serious diabetes or high blood 
sugar. Tell your doctor if you have diabeles or an increase in thirst or frequent urination. 

• If you have hemophilia: Patients taking KALETRA may have increased bleeding. 

How do I store KALETRA? 

• Keep KALETRA and all other medicines out of the reach of children. 

• Refrigerated KALETRA capsules and oral solution remain stable until the expiration date printed on the label. 
If stored at room temperature up to 77°F (25°C), KALETRA capsules and oral solution should be used within 
2 months. 

• Avoid exposure to excessive heat. 

Do not keep medicine that is out of date or that you no longer need. Be sure that if you throw any medicine away, 
it is out of die reach of children. 

General advice about prescription medicines: 

Talk to your doctor or other health care provider if you have any questions about this medicine or your condition. 
Medicines are sometimes prescribed for purposes oilier than those listed in a Patient Information Leaflet, If you 
have any concerns about this medicine, ask you doctor. Your doctor or pharmacist can give you information about 
this medicine that was written for health care professionals. Do not use this medicine for a condition for which it 
was not prescribed. Do not share this medicine with other people.

T he U.S. Supreme Court 
will decide whether the 
federal government can 
force law schools to assist mili¬ 
tary recruiters on campus, as 
they do other employers, or lose 
federal funding. The schools 
have argued the federal policy is 
a violation of their principles of 
nondiscrimination against gays 
and of their freedom of speech. 
Last November a lower federal 
court agreed. 

The court said on Monday, 
May 2 that it would hear the ap¬ 
peal of Rumsfeld v. Forum for 
Academic and Institutional 
Rights during its session that be¬ 
gins in October. A decision is 
likely in the spring of 2006. 

The issue has been bubbling 
for a generation. FAIR argued 
that laws schools historically 
have had a policy of nondis¬ 
crimination and over the years 
have extended that to include 
sexual orientation. In 1990 the 
American Association of Law 
Schools unanimously voted to 
add sexual orientation as a pro¬ 
tected category. Today all but a 
handful of schools do so. 

Noting that the Pentagon’s 
policy known as “Don’t Ask, 
Don’t Tell” discriminates against 
gays and lesbians in employ¬ 
ment, the law schools said they 
would bar military recruiters 
from campus. Law school stu¬ 
dents are recruited as lawyers 
for the Judge Advocate General’s 
Corps, the military’s legal office. 

The backlash began in 1994 
when Representative Gerald 
Solomon (R-New York) offered 
the first in a series of amend¬ 
ments and then a law to force 


the law schools to help military 
recruiters or lose access to all 
government funded programs, 
including student loans. 

A coalition of law schools or¬ 
ganized as FAIR and sued to 
block the law. A Third Circuit 
appeals court sitting in Philadel¬ 
phia agreed with their argu¬ 
ments. Writing for the 2-1 ma¬ 
jority, Judge Thomas L. Ambro 
drew heavily upon two Supreme 
Court decisions that at the time 
were seen as defeats for gay 
rights advocates. 

One case is Boy Scouts of 
America v. Dale, where the court 
ruled that the Boy Scouts did 
not have to admit an openly gay 
scoutmaster because it would 
“significantly burden the Boy 
Scouts’ desire to not promote 
homosexual conduct as a legiti¬ 
mate form of behavior.’” 

Ambro applied that same 
logic to this case, writing, “The 
law schools believe that employ¬ 
ment discrimination is inconsis¬ 
tent with their commitment to 
justice and fairness” and should 
not be compelled to accept mil¬ 
itary recruiters. 

The other case cited exten¬ 
sively was Hurley, in which a St. 
Patrick’s Day Parade was al¬ 
lowed to exclude a gay Irish 
group from marching with a 
banner. The court found that 
the parade organizers had a 
right to associate with whom 
they chose. 

Ambro called the Solomon 
Amendment an unjustifiably 
blunt weapon to assist the re¬ 
cruitment effort; “it could bare¬ 
ly be tailored more broadly.” 
The Pentagon has other less in¬ 
trusive and burdensome meth¬ 
ods by which to recruit lawyers. 

Furthermore, “The govern¬ 
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ment has failed to proffer a 
shred of evidence that the 
Solomon Amendment material¬ 
ly enhances its stated goal.” It 
may plausibly be argued that it 
has generated such ill will that it 
“actually impedes recruitment,” 
the judge wrote. 

The House of Representa¬ 
tives reacted by passing a “Sense 
of Congress” resolution when it 
returned in February. It reaf¬ 
firmed the Solomon Amend¬ 
ment and urged an appeal to the 
Supreme Court, though the res¬ 
olution had no binding legal 
power. The vote was 327 to 84, 
with strong Democratic sup¬ 
port. 

While not a party to the FAIR 
lawsuit, the Servicemembers 
Legal Defense Network filed a 
brief in support of the law 
schools’ position during the 
Philadelphia appeal. It is likely 
to do so again now that the mat¬ 
ter is before the Supreme Court. 

“We agree that our armed 
forces should recruit the best 
and brightest Americans for ser¬ 
vice to our country,” said SLDN 
legal director Sharra E. Greer. 
“The best and brightest, howev¬ 
er, include lesbian, gay, bisexual, 
and transgender students, too. 
Military leaders who want to re¬ 
cruit our nation’s most accom¬ 
plished students should be the 
first in line to call for repeal of 
‘Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell.’” ▼

housing or office space. 

“The End Up has helped us 
celebrate our community since 
the early 1970s. And, the people 
that keep it alive have been devot¬ 
ed to maintaining its lust for 
music and diversity. It will always 
survive,” said Juanita More, who 
recently launched a monthly Sat¬ 
urday night party at the club. 
“With such a resurgence recently 
in the Castro, what club will be left 
to school the children on the eti¬ 
quette of the club scene? This is 
the only place in the city where I 
can party with my brothers and 
sisters of all races and genders. 
The End Up and its history in my 
mind are simply - legendary.” 

Nightclub owner and city En¬ 
tertainment Commissioner Ter¬ 
rance Alan said the sale would not 
only be good for the Hankens but 
also the city’s late night scene. 

“Anybody who knows Carl and 
his wife know they’re long into the 
time when most people are enjoy¬ 
ing their retirement. And for them 
to pass on an icon like the End Up 
is most appropriate,” said Alan. 

In 1973 Carl’s gay brother, Al 
Hanken, opened the doors to the 
South of Market venue at 401 
Sixth Street. The club rode out the 
disco craze and survived the AIDS 
epidemic of the 1980s. Over the 
years dance legends have per¬ 
formed in the club’s outdoor patio 
area, and local DJs, such as David 
Harness and Pete Avila, built up 
their reputations as they ruled 
over the dance floor. 

Al died of AIDS roughly 17 
years ago, according to Julien, and 
the club passed into the hands of 


the Hankens and business partner 
Doug Whitmore. As detailed in the 
Bay Area Reporters In the Bars col¬ 
umn on March 31, Whitmore used 
the End Up as a personal bank ac¬ 
count and it took a lawsuit for Carl 
Hanken to win full ownership 
rights. 

A disgruntled Whitmore at¬ 
tacked Carl at his Kentfield home. 
As the two men fought for control 
of Whitmore’s gun, it went off and 
shot Carl in the arm. 

Julien said the couple jokes 
that “they literally have their 
blood, sweat, and tears invested 
into this property. Carl and Helga 
are wonderful people and they live 
very much in memory of Al.” 

Eventually, the couple bought 
the property and over the years 
they have upgraded the club’s 
sound system and lighting. The 
End Up continues to host the 
weekly Fag Fridays parties and 
Sunday T-dances that draw a 
mixed crowd of both gay and 
straight revelers. 

The club also has been the 


focus of police raids over the years 
due to alleged drug sales, and it 
has weathered the changing cli¬ 
mate of SOMA from a warehouse 
district to a thriving neighbor¬ 
hood. In 1999, in the wake of a 
number of overdoses of the drug 
GHB in the club, the End Up was 
the target of an undercover police 
survelliance. At the time, Carl 
Hanken told the B.A.R. that his 
club was unfairly singled out by 
police. Hanken said that he was 
doing everything he could to cur¬ 
tail drug use, including pat downs 
of all patrons who entered the 
club. Hanken added that he was so 
frustrated by the drug problem 
that he considered closing the 
club. 

Throughout it all, said Julien, 
the club has continued to be prof¬ 
itable, pulling in nearly $2 million 
a year in income. 

“It is just world famous. It has 
never suffered a deep hit to its in¬ 
come,” said Julien. 

Changing scene 

However, the city’s nightlife, 


especially in the gay scene, is un¬ 
dergoing a radical shake up. The 
big weekend clubs no longer exist, 
having gone to monthly or holi¬ 
day weekend schedules, while 
younger gay men tend more to¬ 
ward hip-hop and rap music 
rather than house and disco. At¬ 
tendance at the SOMA dance 
clubs has been dwindling in recent 
years, while the bars and smaller 
clubs in the Castro are packed. 

Those trends pose a tremen¬ 
dous challenge to whoever opts to 
buy the End Up, said Alan who re¬ 
sponded “no comment” when 
asked if he was eyeing purchasing 
the club. 

“I think it is a challenge for 
anyone to come in and take over 
an icon like the End Up,” he said. 
“Long gone are the big dance clubs 
and the large gay parties and it’s 
being replaced with something 
undefined or yet to be understood. 
Anyone taking over the End Up 
will be presented with significant 
challenges to keep the magic alive.” 

Another potential buyer is 
Castro bar and restaurant owner 


Greg Bronstein, said Julien, who is 
Bronstein’s real estate agent. Bron¬ 
stein is also working on the open¬ 
ing of a Tiki bar in SOMA and is 
rumored to be in escrow to buy 
the Metro. 

Bronstein did not respond to a 
call seeking comment. But Julien 
said, “The End Up doesn’t fit his 
style, obviously, but he is going to 
be one of the people looking at the 
property.” 

While the End Up would be a 
L departure for Bronstein, whose 
| focus has been in restaurants and 
<3 smaller bars, he has made it clear 
| he would like to own a dance club. 
He rejuvenated his Bar on Castro 
last year by bringing in DJs and he 
has tried in the past to acquire 
both the Pendulum and the De¬ 
tour, with the intention of turning 
them into dance clubs. 

Julien will be showing the prop¬ 
erty to interested buyers over the 
next two weeks and hopes to begin 
escrow on the property by the end 
of May. Whoever buys the rights to 
the End Up will be looking at 
$12,000 in monthly rent with a 10- 
year lease plus two five-year op¬ 
tions. The top two floors, which are 
completely gutted, are zoned as a 
hotel, according to the listing. 

“It used to be a hotel above, 
but over the years they have had 
fires and it is now just vacant,” said 
Julien. “Carl has taken it right 
down to the studs.” 

He said the Hankens’ only in¬ 
structions on whom should pur¬ 
chase the End Up is someone with 
the right experience to run the 
venerable nightclub. 

“We are not going to present 
offers for two weeks. A lot of peo¬ 
ple want to rush in, but it is not a 
foot race,” he said. “We want the 
most qualified operator, not the 
fastest operator.” T

Imagining new approaches to treating HIV

magine a drug that cuts HIV 

viral load by more than 90 

percent, is safer than the pain 
reliever ibuprofen, and costs 
about the same, just pennies a 
day. It is active against TB, 
chlamydia, malaria, and even 
acne, so you have great looking 
skin, too. And it’s sitting on the 
pharmacy shelf today. 

It sounds too good to be true. 
Maybe it will end up being little 
more than a pleasant daydream 
by the time all of the research is 
in, but at least for now there is an 
alluring buzz about minocycline 
and the way it is stimulating new 
thinking about treating HIV in¬ 
fection. 

M. Christine Zink led the 
team at Johns Hopkins Universi¬ 
ty that looked at the antibiotic 
minocycline in monkeys and in 
cell lines in the laboratory. The 
paper was published in the April 
27 issue of JAMA, the widely read 
and respected Journal of the 
American Medical Association. 

The original focus of their re¬ 
search was HIV in the brain. De¬ 
mentia was one of the most ter¬ 
rifying aspects of the early years 
of the AIDS epidemic. High levels 
of viral replication and inflam¬ 
mation resulted in encephalitis, a 
swelling within the brain that lit¬ 
erally drives one crazy. 

Combination therapy has 
made dementia a rare occurrence 
today. But it is still a mixed bag; 
some classes of drugs - NNRTIs 
such as Sustiva - penetrate the 
blood-brain barrier very well, 
while others, including most pro¬ 
tease inhibitors, can’t seem to get 
through very effectively to take 
on HIV inside your head. That 
means the virus is freer to repli¬ 
cate and different variations can 
evolve within that separate com¬ 
partment. 

HIV may no longer be a rag¬ 
ing inferno in the brain but the 
virus has not been eradicated. 
The path it takes today is more 
like Alzheimer’s or Parkinson’s 
disease, a smoldering presence 
that slowly destroys brain cells 
and reduces cognitive function. 
Peering into the closed box of the 
skull to tease out which disease is 
causing the physical and mental 
decline is a difficult task. 

The researchers at Johns Hop¬ 
kins have learned that many of 
these diseases of the brain share a 
common trait of inflammation 
and similar signaling molecular 
associated with regulation of that 
inflammation. Lab tests have 
shown that minocycline, an an¬ 
tibiotic in the tetracycline family 
that has been used for more than 
30 years, is particularly effective 
at dampening down those sig¬ 
nals. Trials of the drug have 
begun in humans for several 
brain disorders. 

That prompted Zink to take a 
look at what the drug could do 
against HIV. She used monkeys

that develop encephalitis very 
rapidly after being infected with 
a monkey strain of the virus 
called SIV. Five animals were 
given minocycline beginning on 
day 21 after infection, a point 
that corresponds with stable in¬ 
fection in the course of HIV dis¬ 
ease in humans. 

By day 84, two of the treated 
monkeys had developed only 
mild encephalitis while three had 
not at all. In contrast, among the 
six monkeys that were not treat¬ 
ed, one did not develop SIV in¬ 
fection while three developed 
moderate and two developed se¬ 
vere cases of encephalitis associ¬ 
ated with SIV. 

All of the animals were eutha¬ 
nized at that point and their 
brains were examined to deter¬ 
mine the levels of signaling mol¬ 
ecular associated with that in¬ 
flammation. As hypothesized, 
those levels were significantly 
lower in the monkeys that had 
been given minocycline. It also 
seemed to suppress viral replica¬ 
tion within the brain and the 
central nervous system. 

That led Zink and her col¬ 
leagues to go back to the lab to 
see what minocycline could do 
against cell lines of lymphocytes 
(T-cells) and macrophages, the 
two principle types of cells where 
the virus replicates. 

They found that the more 
drug they used, the more it re¬ 
pressed viral replication. At the 
highest doses, similar to ones 
being used in clinical trials for 
other brain diseases, the drug in¬ 
hibited SIV replication by 99 per¬ 
cent in monkey lymphocytes and 
by 85 percent in macrophages. 

“In primary lymphocytes and 
macrophages cultured from 
human blood we saw suppression 
of HIV in both types of cells in 
vitro. It was huge, [minocycline] 
suppressed it down to almost 
nothing, 98 percent reduction,” 
Zink said in an exclusive inter¬ 
view. 

“We don’t know the exact 
mechanism by which it functions 
at this time, but it is pretty clear 
to us that it is altering cellular 
functions that are required for 
HIV replication,” Zink added. 


Minocycline is not acting direct¬ 
ly on HIV, as do all currently ap¬ 
proved therapies. 

“It seems unlikely to us that 
resistance will develop, at least at 
the same rate that it does against 
the drugs that are targeted to the 
viral proteins,” she said. That also 
reduces the likelihood of interac¬ 
tions with existing anti-HIV 
drugs if it is used as an add-on to 
combination therapy. 

Outside the box 

“From studies that have been 
done on other neurological dis¬ 
eases, we can be pretty sure of 
some of the things that minocy¬ 
cline is going to do neurological- 
ly. Systemically it’s a much bigger 
question, and that is where these 
clinical trials are going to come 
in,” Zink said. 

Johns Hopkins is coordinating 
a neurological study of minocy¬ 
cline that will begin next year, 
with funding from the National 
Institutes of Health. But it is un¬ 
clear who will support clinical 
trials of systemic use of the drug 
to treat HIV. Industry is unlikely 
to do so as the patent has expired. 
Most sections of the overall NIH 
AIDS budget are contracting as it 
pours money into the search for a 
vaccine. 

Zink says that minocycline has 
a pretty broad indication for 
gram positive bacterial infec¬ 
tions. While it is mainly used to 
treat acne in the U.S.,“It’s also ef¬ 
fective against TB, chlamydia, 
toxoplasma, and malaria” so 
there may be an additional bene¬ 
fit from using it in developing 
countries where those diseases 
are common. 

“We have to think outside the 
box a little bit,” said Zink, waxing 
philosophical. “The pharmaceu¬ 
tical industry is concentrating re¬ 
ally heavily on antiretrovirals. I 
think that we have to look a little 
bit broader.” 

“We have to realize that al¬ 
though antiretrovirals are be¬ 
coming more and more available 
in developing countries, when 
you consider the amount of 
monitoring that you need, and 
some of the toxicities and side ef¬ 
fects, I don’t think they are the 
perfect solution. We have to think 
globally.” ▼

publishing, an ex-lover of mine 
wrote the editors an angry letter 
berating them for creating a porn 
magazine in the first place and 
then for choosing a name that 
mocked the revered, P.C. lesbian- 
feminist publication Off Our 
Backs. An ex-lover of hers dis¬ 
missed my experience of forced 
sex with another woman by as¬ 
serting that the term “rape” only 
applied to men hurting women. 
These kinds of followers of 
Dworkin - along with their leader 
- gradually became associated for 
many of us with a suffocating 
brand of politics in which there 
was little room for difference, ex¬ 
ception, or nuance. 

So it has been fascinating, 20- 


some years later, to revisit 
Dworkin. Despite the limitation 
of views like “Fucking is the 
means by which the male colo¬ 
nizes the female,” she was remark¬ 
ably ahead of her time. When gay 
men and lesbians were shutting 
transgender people out of the 
community in the 1970s and early 
1980s, Dworkin was writing that 
the categories of “male” and “fe¬ 
male” were social constructs, and 
was calling for the elimination of 
gender. She was helping to bring 
violence against women to public 
consciousness long before there 
were star-studded readings of The 
Vagina Monologues. And when it 
was far from hip for lesbians and 
gay men to create families togeth¬ 
er, Dworkin was herself settled 
down with a gay male life partner. 

Is it possible that, in repudiating 
Dworkin, we threw the baby out 


with the bath water? If so, we might 
take another look into the tub. 

For example, much of the 
bashing perpetrated against gay 
men is directly related to violence 
against women, since homo¬ 
phobes tend to “feminize” gay 
men. Taking this idea a step fur¬ 
ther, we see that transfolk help to 
break down the rigid barriers of 
gender often used to oppress us. 
And finally, in our community’s 
emphasis on sex and being “sex¬ 
positive,” we too often downplay 
how many of us are survivors of 
sexual abuse or rape; as a result, 
our community has never ade¬ 
quately addressed the issue. Y

Supes tackle homophobia 

After a weekend of dinners and 
benefits, it was back to work Mon¬ 
day with a hearing by the Board of

demning Homophobia and 
Misogyny.” The resolution was 
sparked by a piece of doggerel 
written by Residential Builder’s 
Association Executive Director 
Joe O’Donoghue that gay-baited 
Mayor Gavin Newsom, and also 
by a rancorous meeting of the 
Building Inspection Commission

reservation headquartered in 
Window Rock, Arizona, located 
on 25,000 square miles, on the 
corners of Arizona, New Mexico, 
and Utah. Same-sex marriage is il¬ 
legal in those three states. 

“It’s divisive, embarrassingly ig¬ 
norant and anti-traditional,” said 
Brother Elk or the marriage ban. 

Tribal efforts to define mar¬ 
riage on reservations have in¬ 
creased. In August 2004, Okla¬ 
homa’s Cherokee Council voted to 
define marriage as a union be¬ 
tween one man and one woman, 
after a tribal court deputy clerk 
approved the marriage applica¬ 
tion of two women. 

“Andrew Brother Elk said the 
third time is going to be a punch,” 
said Bums. “We better be motivated. 
We’ve got to take action, girlfriend.” 

The local two-spirit communi¬ 
ty is responding by organizing an 
online petition, and possibly a 
forum and public service an¬ 
nouncement to all media, Indian 
newspapers, and online Indian 
news sites, said Burns. 

Burns was critical of the Tribal 
Council’s effort to ban same-sex 
marriage. 

“They’re acting like white peo¬ 
ple, conforming to assimilate,” 
said Burns. “It’s very Caucasian; 
Bible-based, probably. Most reser¬ 
vations have some Bible 
thumpers. If you speak up in pub¬ 
lic [about your orientation], out 
comes the Bible.” 

Bay Area Native American 
Two-Spirits member Gabriel 
Duncan, a Northern Paiute, like 
Burns, posits that loss of tradi¬ 
tional spiritual memory is leftover 
from the government policy of 
abducting children to attend mil- 


on April 4 where a female em¬ 
ployee of the city and county had 
her qualifications called into ques¬ 
tion by members of the RBA on 
the basis of her pregnancy. 

While non-controversial reso¬ 
lutions are usually passed at the full 
board without reference to com¬ 
mittee, Supervisor Bevan Dufty, 
who is on City Operations, referred 
this one to committee. Supervisor 
Aaron Peskin, who authored the 
initial resolution, sat in on the 
meeting and offered an amend¬ 
ment based on suggestions by 
Dufty, which included omitting the 
name of the employee to spare her 
further trauma, noting laws against 
pregnancy discrimination, calling 
on the RBA to undertake training 
or other measures, and advising 
city commissions to keep meetings 
from getting out of hand. 

At the committee meeting, Pe¬ 
skin had a section of a city train¬ 
ing video played which showed a 
scenario of workplace gay-baiting. 
O’Donoghue had left the cham¬ 
ber, however, having made an un¬ 
usual demand of a 30-day contin¬ 
uance and not received it. The 
meeting also included guest ap¬ 
pearances by Supervisor Mi chela 
Alioto-Pier, who spoke of conde¬ 
scending treatment she received 
when she was pregnant and run¬ 
ning for secretary of state, and Su¬ 
pervisor Sophie Maxwell. In fact, 
Peskin had to leave the room to 
avoid having a non-noticed ma¬ 
jority of the board present, which 
would have been a violation of the 
Brown Act. The resolution was 
passed by the committee and sent 
to the full board. T

itary-like boarding schools to pur¬ 
posefully forget traditional cul¬ 
ture, lasting until World War II. 

“It shows the reach of what’s 
still happening,” said Duncan. 
“We’re still in the wake of it.” 

“Understand the context, the 
complexity of the cultural situa¬ 
tion there,” said Hall. “Take into 
account that from 1890 to 1935, it 
was against the law to practice any 
type of Indian belief. Traditional 
Indian culture was oppressed. 
They were forced for many gener¬ 
ations to try to assimilate.” 

The missionaries considered 
cross-dressing disgraceful and the 
devil’s work. Nadleeh traditions 
were the first expressions sup¬ 
pressed and the first to go under¬ 
ground, explained Hall. 

“This new thing in our view is 
very ‘Christian terrorist,’ to start 
imposing moral values,” said 
Brother Elk. “It’s never been that 
way in Indian country. I’m quite 
surprised.” 

Some Dine have completely 
disowned the Navajos,” said Dun¬ 
can. “They sent in their resigna¬ 
tion forms saying they don’t want 
anything to do with them.” 

Brother Elk wondered if the 
tribal elders who carry forward 
cultural tradition gave their input. 

“I’m kind of confused where the 
Dine elders fit into this discussion,” 
said Brother Elk. “There had to be 
people saying this is so anti our cul¬ 
ture and inappropriate. It seems in¬ 
comprehensible to me that there 
could have been a unanimous vote 
with their involvement.” 

Others were not surprised. 

“I’m not surprised this hap¬ 
pened in Navajo country in the 
least bit. It came down like this 
based on the stratification and 
breakdown of the traditional cul¬ 
ture in each generation,” said 
Hall.T

Last week, 
the popular press reported that 
“celebrity” “movie star” Paris 
Hilton “researched” her “role” in 
the new film House of Wax by 
watching a bunch of old horror 
movies — but she couldn’t recall 
which ones she watched. 

Hilton accepted the film because, 
“Man, it was a hot, cool script.” 
Hmmm, “hot” + “cool” = tepid. 
“Heaven” help us. The death of the 


horror film may well be “at hand.” 

Extra action 

Meanwhile, the cameras are fi¬ 
nally rolling on John ( Hedwig ) 
Cameron Mitchell’s latest pro¬ 
ject, the “sex film” Shortbus. We’ve 
watched this one hatch and ges- 
tate from its early pitches, 
and maybe our favorite 
JCM dispatch was his 
“extras” search which 
read: 

“We’re looking for 
‘sextras’ for scenes to 
be shot over a couple of 
days in the 2nd half of 
May. There is a bohemi¬ 
an B’klyn salon set¬ 
ting that has a ‘Sex 
Not Bombs Room’ 
where people have 
recreational sex, and we’re looking 
for extras who may want to be part 
of that scene and actually have sex. 
We’re looking for all kinds of folks, 
all sexualities and ethnicities, espe¬ 
cially nonconformist types and es¬ 
pecially couples who would feel 
comfortable with each other. 
Among those, we’re looking for a 
straight couple in their 20s/30s 
who might want to be a ‘featured 
couple’ who have much more to 
do dramatically.” 

Wot, sexual performance and 
line-readings? It’s all wrong, Bee- 


zlebub, it’s all wrong. 

Akimbo-a-go-go 

Ain’t it the awesome truth that 
queers are usually ahead of our 
time? Way back in 1990, SF-based 
cultural activist group Boy With 
Arms Akimbo/Girl With Arms 
Akimbo’s street-postering cam¬ 
paign Safe/Unsafe juxtaposed im¬ 
ages of safe sex with images of 
right-wing political and cultural 
figures who were (and still are) 
threats to the safety of queers. 

The “Unsafe” poster featuring 
then-Cardinal Josef Ratzinger, 
now Papa Pope, was among the 
ones glued to the front of the 
Archdiocese of San Francisco and 
Saint Mary’s Cathedral in Decem¬ 
ber ’90, in a sympathy action co¬ 
ordinated with ACT UP’s Stop the 
Church protest in NYC. The text 
from the poster is well worth run¬ 
ning in full. 

“loseph Cardinal Ratzinger, 
head of the Congregation for the 
Doctrine of the Faith (formerly 
the Office of the Inquisition), is 
the chief purveyor of homopho¬ 
bia in the Catholic Church. In the 
infamous 1986‘Halloween Letter’ 
that remains in force as official 
church policy, Ratzinger con¬ 
demned homosexuality as a ‘dis¬ 
ordered sexual orientation.’ He ex-

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Romeo ^’s Juliet 

San Francisco Ballet's visceral version

t was 40 years ago that I saw 
my first full-length Romeo and 
1 Juliet, set by the Royal Ballet’s 
Kenneth Macmillan, to 
Prokofiev’s immortal 1938 score. 
The leads were danced by Christo¬ 
pher Gable and Lynn Seymour, 
the young, glamorous couple that 
Macmillan had set the work on 
before Fonteyn and Nureyev high¬ 
jacked both the premiere and the 
video. I thought I’d died and gone 
to Heaven. Even in the last row of 
the War Memorial’s balcony, the 
lovers’ tragedy was so visceral that 
I was still sniffling the next day. 

Since then, I’ve seen maybe a 
dozen productions of R&J, some 
by odd contemporary choreogra¬ 
phers and even some without the 
Prokofiev music, but nothing has 
ever surpassed that night in 1965. 
And I would be lying if I said that 
the San Francisco Ballet’s current 
revival of Helgi Tomasson’s 1994 
production made me weep for 24 
hours. Yet the opening night last 
Saturday was so close to perfection 
that I am now having trouble even 
remembering Macmillan’s staging. 

In the decade since he mount¬ 
ed his first R&J, Tomasson has 
grown exponentially as a stage di¬ 
rector. Not necessarily as a choreo¬ 
grapher — his dance work can be 
wonderful or not, depending on a 
lot of things — but as a director, 
someone who understands the 
human heart and that God is in the 
details. I frankly think that at this 
moment — after his original Nut¬ 
cracker last winter and this newly 
thought-out R&J — Tomasson 
could successfully stage a legit the¬ 
ater play, maybe even Shakespeare. 

Of course, there are some

things I don’t like about this re¬ 
vival. Juliet appears in a couple of 
scenes where she just doesn’t be¬ 
long. There is too much back¬ 
ground action in the public 
squares, diminishing the front 
stage choreography. And there is... 
uh, duh, nothing else that both¬ 
ered me. Some of the re-staging is 
extensive, and it all seems to work, 
particularly the final death scene, 
where Tomasson now has the feet, 
arms and bodies in a pose that 
chokes you up without making 
your back ache in sympathy. 

Take just the ball scene at the 


Capulets. The action is cinematic, 
moving from one confrontation 
to another, yet the drama is seam¬ 
less, endlessly inventive and really 
exciting. Juliet (Yuan Yuan Tan), 
having previously been intro¬ 
duced as a giddy, coltish teen, 
comes to her party to dance de¬ 
murely with her betrothed, the 
handsome but stiff Paris (Moises 
Martin). Romeo (Yuri Pos- 
sokhov), masked and looking for 
trouble, spots her. Then she spots 
him. From that moment on, their 
fates are intertwined as her cho¬ 
leric cousin Tybalt (Damian 


Smith) prowls the perimeter of 
the dance floor, trying to figure 
out what is going on, and how he 
can nip it in the bud. 

This is a long, difficult se¬ 
quence, with formal dances going 
on the entire time, yet following 
these fully-fleshed characters is so 
dramatically rewarding, you al¬ 
most don’t miss not watching the 
dancing as closely as you probably 
should. Possokhov, as grizzled a 
vet as you have outside SFB’s ac¬ 
tual character dancers, suddenly 
takes on new lightness, fire and joy 
as the smitten Romeo. He’s still 


ruggedly handsome, with thighs 
to die for. Credit Tomasson for re¬ 
alizing that his odd couple would 
have tremendous chemistry. Tan 
cannot be easy to partner, but her 
physicality with Possokhov actu¬ 
ally creates a third dimension: the 
pure, unified soul that believes the 
world is well lost for love. 

In the following balcony pas de 
deux, where acting gives way to 
rapturous romantic dancing, con¬ 
ductor Andrew Mogrelia turned 
on the spigot. Very fast and flow¬ 
ing, the pas de deux erased any 
lingering fears that Possokhov 
could still keep up. He was strong 
enough and ardent enough to 
partner the beautiful Tan to a level 
of tasteful but intense eroticism. If 
you wanted to look at the balcony 
and bedroom duets as pure dance, 
you could have a wonderful time. 
If you wanted to see them as sub¬ 
limated sex, hey, there it was. But 
it was also, most tellingly, inextri¬ 
cably entwined, tasteful but hot. 

There is no doubt that this was 
the strongest all-around R&J cast 
I’ve ever encountered. Benvolio is 
often a feckless corps member on 
his way up, and Mercutio is the 
company’s demi-caractere. Tybalt 
is annoyingly vicious with no 
backstory. Not here. Tomasson, 
casting from strength, gave his two 
high-flying Frenchmen the roles 
of Benvolio (Nicolas Blanc) and 
Mercutio (Pascal Molat). Blanc is 
such a gorgeous dancer with pres¬ 
ence and charm that he elevated 
“the best pal” to equal status with 
Romeo. Molat’s wit, elevation and 
tragic presence turned Mercutio’s 
often-tedious death scene into fas¬ 
cinating drama. And Damian 
Smith’s lithe, Smoldering Tybalt 
madexme yearn, just a little, for 
the bad guy to triumph. T

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Dry spell at Davies Hall 

Reduced forces yield diminishing returns

1 = here has been a real slowing 
' of momentum at the San 
> Francisco Symphony in re¬ 
cent weeks. The programs have 
been expectedly competent and 
generally satisfactory, but that 
hasn’t hidden a certain feeling of 
lethargy. 

Conductor Laureate Herbert 
Blomstedt finished his annual 
fortnight of guesting with some 
incisive Mozart and a fine sup¬ 
porting backup for a young vio¬ 
linist making his SFS debut. He 
also revived the Max Reger Varia¬ 
tions and Fugue on a Theme by 
Mozart. If the evening didn’t 
match the majestic splendor of the 
previous week’s Bruckner Eighth, 
no one could seriously have 
thought that it would. 

What we got was a fine perfor¬ 
mance of the seldom heard Sym¬ 
phony No. 34 in C Major with 
particularly elegant and luscious¬ 
ly blended playing by the strings, 
and the Dvorak Violin Concerto 
in a careful but not especially 
memorable rendition. 

Athens-born Leonidas 

Kavakos debuted in recital under 
SFS sponsorship in 1994, and he 
has built a reputable career before 
making his recent first appearance 
with the full orchestra. He is a 
good technician and ingratiating 
performer, but he couldn’t impart 
much personality to Dvorak’s 
sunny and fast-moving score. 

With Isaac Stern and Midori as 
the standard-bearers for the work, 
Kavakos seemed comparatively 
bland and unimpassioned. It was 
a pleasure to hear him tackling 
one of the big B-list pieces, but I 
suspect his highly praised cham¬ 
pioning of the Sibelius Concerto 
in the original version might have 
been a more revelatory showcase. 

Last week brought another 
debut, the first SFS appearances by 
early-music specialist, Canadian 
conductor Bernard Labadie. His

Philharmonia Baroque perfor¬ 
mances last season might have led 
us to believe he could make the 
Davies Hall crew sound credible 
in Bach and Handel, but even a re¬ 
duced-size band couldn’t quite 
match his intentions. 

Handel’s beloved Suites com¬ 
prising the complete Water Music 
were reserved for the second half 
of a program that struggled 
through the Bach Orchestral Suite 
No. 4 as a curtain-raiser. 

The orchestra worked dutifully 
without making much sense of 
Labadie’s direction. The trumpet 
contributions were also a fairly seri¬ 
ous distraction, all bleat and squawk 
amid patchy-sounding strings. 

Perhaps the biggest frustration 


came with the following Handel 
chamber cantata O Numi eterni 
(La Lucrezia). Mezzo-soprano 
Jane Irwin was subbing for Alice 
Coote, and her own SFS debut was 
marred by lackluster phrasing and 
curious pitch, probably brought 
on by nerves. 

Irwin has a large and rich voice 
in the middle register, and when 
she lands there firmly, the effect is 
quite attractive. Her habit of riding 
somewhat breathlessly above the 
note in the coloratura passages, 
however, proved disconcerting. 
Again, while odious, comparisons 
with other mezzos haunted me 
throughout. What Lorraine Hunt 
Lieberson can do with this music! 
Irwin had her work cut out for her. 

Conducting from the harpsi¬ 
chord, Labadie failed to lend the 
score much drama or fire. The 
outpouring of a woman driven to 
suicide after the dishonor of her 
rape should have been a little more 
involving than either performer 
seemed capable of conveying. 

The final Furioso, “.. .in savage 
fury I shall have my vengeance in 
hell,” ended abruptly and without 
flourish. Labadie had to rise and 
face the audience to signal the 
conclusion. Talk about a let-down: 
Handel mishandled. Irwin shows 
considerable promise, but the 
hapless conductor had better get 
more rehearsal time before his 
next appearance. 

Hopefully, Paul McCreesh (an¬ 
other early-music maven) will 
have better luck this week with 
performances of Haydn’s deli¬ 
cious Harmoniemesse, featuring 
notable vocal soloists Jennifer 
Dudley, Stanford Olsen and San¬ 
ford Sylvan. 

We also have the second ap¬ 
pearance this season of energetic 
David Robertson, conducting 
Leonard Bernstein’s thrilling Sym¬ 
phony No. 2, The Age of Anxiety, 
on the horizon. With Orli Shaham 
essaying the marvelous piano 
part, the energy should start 
pumping again in Davies Hall. ▼

Disabled but 
not dissuaded 


Wheelchair-using gay man 
learns 'The Rules of Charity'

proper selection for the Magic’s 
second Hot House festival of new 
works by emerging playwrights. 

Warren David Keith’s evoca¬ 
tion of Monty is almost reason 
enough to see the production. Ad¬ 
mirably sustaining a crooked 
body and a face of involuntary an¬ 
imation, Keith uses a voice made 
awkwardly plummy by his afflic¬ 
tion to create an old queen fueled 
with an all-knowing irony and a 
breaking heart. 

As his unhappy grown daugh¬ 
ter, Arwen Anderson creates a be¬ 
lievably conflicted caregiver dis¬ 
turbed by the overlapping love 
and hate she feels for her widowed 
father. She finds a temporary soul¬ 
mate in a clumsy loser, played 
with rough-edged gusto by 
Gabriel Marin. Andrew Hurteau is 
an engaging innocent as the apart¬ 
ment-building janitor who is also 
Monty’s lover, but his conversion 
to officious Christian bigot is a 
strained device that Hurteau can¬ 
not redeem. Sally Clawson unsuc¬ 
cessfully faces similar challenges as 
a ridiculously overdrawn dilet¬ 
tante leftist filmmaker. 

Directed by Chris Smith, The 
Rules of Charity would benefit 
from a streamlined script that 
would focus attention on the 
play’s pulse points. But at its best, 
the play offers a journey to places 
most of us don’t even have on our 
radar. Y

11 ven in San Francisco, at least 
at theaters not identified as 
Sill! gay, the sight of two men 
making out on stage can still cause 
a slight stir. But whatever the na¬ 
ture of the reaction, be it pro or 
con, it’s a reaction that has been 
provoked before. Put one of those 
men in a wheelchair, his body 
contorted by cerebral- palsy, and 
the sexual exchange is likely to 
trigger a whole new set of reac¬ 
tions. 

In The Rules of Charity at the 
Magic Theatre, playwright John 
Belluso not only gives his central 
character, a handicapped, middle- 
aged gay man, a sex drive, but al¬ 
lows it to be fulfilled. It’s a fact of 
life that mostly remains behind 
heavy drapery. 

For Belluso, himself gay and a 
wheelchair user, the character 
Monty’s sexuality is a- complicat¬ 
ing factor in a story about the 
tyranny that charity can become. 
It is given and withdrawn based 
on the “worthiness” of the recipi¬ 
ent, with worthiness always de¬ 
fined by the giver — whether an 
individual or a society. And that 
definition, as history-buff Monty 
points out, is always subject to 
change. 

These are intriguing matters, 
though The Rules of Charity does¬ 
n’t always sustain the dramatic 
power that does often flare 
through the play. There are 
speech-heavy detours and (per¬ 
haps purposefully) preposterous 
characters that can undercut the 
play. But it is unquestionably a

V he Balboa Theatre’s remark- 
: able Reel San Francisco series 
1 concludes with legendary 
films that capture the city’s histo¬ 
ry from the ’20s to the ’70s. Rob 
Epstein’s Oscar-winning docu¬ 
mentary The Times of Harvey Milk 
(’84) shows the remarkable career 
of the first openly gay man elected 
to public office, and the impact he 
had in launching the modern gay 
rights movement. The former 
Goldwater Republican stockbro¬ 
ker turned camera-shop owner 
and passionate activist changed 
our city and the country. His as¬ 
sassination by Dan White galva¬ 
nized our community, making us 
a political force to be reckoned 
with. While Milk fought for civil 
rights, The Cockettes (’02) created 
a whole new gay subculture. These 
“hippie, acid-freak drag queens” 
were a local sensation, and are 
captured in all their madness by 
Bill Weber and David Weissman 
in this exceptional documentary. 
(5/5) 

A transformation of a different 
sort is what Humphrey Bogart 
undergoes in Dark Passage (’47). 
He’s an escaped prisoner be¬ 
friended by the gorgeous Lauren 
Bacall, then has plastic surgery to 
change his appearance. He winds 
up looking like... Humphrey Bog¬ 
art! Bacall is sympathetic and 
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Clint Eastwood, ruthless cop on ths streets of San Francisco, in Dirty Harry. 


glamorous, but Agnes Moorehead 
(long before Bewitched) steals the 
picture as a nosey bitch. Her death 
is among the most memorable in 
movie history. Wonderful shots of 
Powell and Market Streets, among 
other locations. The glorious Rita 
Hayworth, with short, blonde 
hair, is The Lady from Shanghai 
(’48), Orson Welles’ misogynistic 
noir masterpiece filmed as their 
marriage was ending. He’s an Irish 
sailor whom her rich, reptilian 
husband (the astonishing Evert 
Sloane) hires to work on their 
yacht, sailing from New York to 
San Francisco. Hayworth, normal¬ 
ly warm and sexy, is cold, enticing, 
treacherous — a stunning perfor¬ 
mance. Extraordinary San Fran¬ 
cisco locations, including China¬ 
town and the famous finale in the 
Hall of Mirrors at Playland. The 
movie was so ruinously expensive 
that Welles had difficulty raising 
funds for subsequent projects. 
(5/6-7) 

Frank Norris’ novel McTeague, 
about the impact of sudden 
wealth on individuals, was the 
basis for Erich von Stroheim’s leg¬ 
endary silent Greed (’25), which 
originally ran nine hours. MGM’s 
mogul Louis B. Mayer had it cut 
to 90 minutes, a version disowned 
by its director. Alas, this truncated 
epic is all that remains. Astonish¬ 
ingly vivid location shots of San 
Francisco, Oakland, and Death 
Valley. Old San Francisco (’27) 
stars Warner Oland (before he 
played Charlie Chan) and the 
beautiful Anna May Wong as “a 
flower of the Orient” in this story 
of opium-dealing and white slave¬ 


trading Asians. The film reported¬ 
ly caused a riot when shown in 
Chinatown. (5/8) 

Clint Eastwood is Dirty Harry 
(’71) in Don Siegel’s famous story 
about a ruthless cop on the streets 
of San Francisco. Its success trans¬ 
formed Eastwood from a leading 
man in spaghetti Westerns to a 
genuine star, and launched him 
on a career that continues to this 
day. Harry Callahan is as much 
an outsider as the criminals he ap¬ 
prehends, by whatever means nec¬ 
essary. Sensational shots of S^n 
Francisco and Marin. The Lineup 
(’58) has Eli Wallach and Robert 
Keith as crazed killers searching 
for the heroine all over town, in¬ 
cluding the Sutro Baths, Nob Hill, 
and the Opera House. They defi¬ 
nitely would have made Dirty 
Harry’s day. (5/9-10) 

Drugs, sex, and rock ’n’ roll 
were all available in San Francisco 
in the ’70s — no wonder Dirty 
Harry was such a hard-nose. Janis 
(’74) is a documentary about Janis 
Joplin, showing her in concert 
with Big Brother and the Holding 
Company, the Kosmic Blues Band, 
and the Full Tilt Boogie Band. She 
wails “Piece of My Heart” and 
“Ball and Chain” in her no-holds- 
barred style. Martin Scorsese’s 
ironically-titled The Last Waltz 
(’78) is a sensational record of The 
Band’s ’76 Thanksgiving-night 
farewell performance at Winter- 
land. This is the first rock concert 
filmed in 35mm, and performers 
joining the stars on stage include 
Eric Clapton, Bob Dylan, Van 
Morrison, Neil Young, and Joni

Learning from 'Enron: The Smartest Guys

lex Gibney’s brilliant new 
documentary Enron: The 
I H Smartest Guys in the Room 
gives us not merely a tale of moral 
chaos and business fraud, but a 
deliciously dark comedy. Punctu¬ 
ating explanations of how Enron’s 
unholy trinity of Ken Lay, Jeff 


Skilling and Andy Fastow roiled 
the California energy market are 
in-house videos of Enron execu¬ 
tives spoofing their own misdeeds. 
Gibney says at first he was puzzled 
at how the Enron guys could 
laugh at their crimes. “Jeff Skilling 
plays Jeff Skilling, and he’s very 
convincing, too. It was a kind of 
ventilation mechanism, they were 
wrestling with all sorts of moral 


issues, and the only way for it to 
come out was in comedy. Freud 
would say that comedy always has 
serious roots. Maybe they were 
just so arrogant that they thought 
they could make fun of the 
scams.” 

Later in the film, Gibney plays 
recorded phone calls in # which 
young-buck Enron energy-traders 
laugh at their maneuvers to take 
California electricity-generating 
plants off-line for repairs. The 
Enron guys found a fatal flaw in 
California’s newly deregulated en¬ 
ergy markets. “The type of dereg¬ 
ulation that California invented 
was pretty susceptible to gaming 
because so much depended on 
buying energy on the so-called 
spot market. Enron thought the 
system in California was a joke, 
but once it was in place, they 
made sure the joke was going to 
be on California.” 

Gibney says former Governor 
Gray Davis regains some credibili¬ 
ty in a story that mixes tragedy and 
farce on a truly Greek scale. “I’m 
far more sympathetic to Davis, 
knowing what we know now, than 
many Californians were during the 
midst of the crisis. You can see that 
what Enron denied was happening 
was actually happening. These 
people really were bringing down

seats in Happiness; and, in Story¬ 
telling, the curiously poignant fate 
of a slacker teen named Scooby 
(Mark Webber), whose reward for 
agreeing to be the focus of an am¬ 
ateur filmmaker’s study of the 
rocky road to college is the assas¬ 
sination of his entire family, after 
which Scooby can only grimly as¬ 
sert, “The film’s a hit.” 

Solondz says he wants to punc¬ 
ture the narcissism of filmgoers’ 
desire to identify with heroic, like¬ 
able screen characters. Every sin¬ 
gle Solondz film, except his now 
unmentioned debut effort, Fear, 
Anxiety and Depression, is darkly 
if corrosively funny, the humor 
spilling over like battery acid 
where it leaves shameful scars on 
the soul. In these hysterical times, 
to say that an artist is telling the 
truth, actually delivering the real 
news of the day, can seem like a 
back-handed compliment. 

Palindromes is embroidered 
with film and literary references 
including Night of the Hunter, 
Alice in Wonderland and The Wiz¬ 
ard of Oz. Solondz’ protagonist 
Aviva (played by seven actresses 
and a young boy) sees pregnancy 
as a means of becoming the au¬ 
thor of her own life. Her liberal 
mother (a tour de force by veteran 
Ellen Barkin) begs her to have an 
abortion, so Aviva runs away, 
eventually winding up in a kind of 
Christian halfway house for un¬ 
wanted kids, presided over by the 
disturbingly cheery Mama Sun¬ 
shine. 

My 26 minutes with Solondz, 
in one of those tastefully fur¬ 
nished downtown hotel suites, 
began with my observation that 
among major American filmmak¬ 
ers, only he and Alexander Payne 
have dared make comedies in 
which the politics of abortion are 
confronted head-on. 

Solondz, whose thin body 
gracefully defies age and media 
beauty standards, spoke with great 
deliberation.

the state, and to some extent Davis 
was powerless to stop them unless 
the federal government intervened, 
and George Bush, as we know, was 
good pals with Kenny Boy, and also 
was a strong zealot for deregula¬ 
tion.” 

He adds that Davis was a polit¬ 
ical figure uniquely susceptible to 
being rolled by the Enron jugger¬ 
naut. “Maybe there was more that 
he could have done to marshal 
popular rage, using his power as a 
politician to say, ‘Look, something 
rotten is going on here. It doesn’t 
happen that 50% of the power ca¬ 
pacity in the state is down for 
maintenance on a single day, that’s 
not by accident.’ But he’s not a 
mover of men and women in that 
way. If Davis had taken a bold 
step, actually seized a power plant 
to send a message, it would have 
had a powerful effect. Gray Davis 
was looking at a possible Presi¬ 
dential run, he didn’t want to roil 
the waters or scare the markets. 
But for not having done enough, 
he lost everything. 

“The beneficiary is Arnold 
Schwarzenegger. You can see the 
danger of California’s recall sys¬ 
tem, because the fraud that was 
perpetrated on California was re¬ 
ally a p.r. fraud. And the p.r. fraud 
said, ‘This is a joke, California’s 


“We live in a peculiar country, 
really the only place in the world 
where abortionists are assassinat¬ 
ed and clinics are bombed, where 
to be an abortionist, like to be a 
policeman or a fireman, is to take 
on a heroic profession. When Eric 
Rudolf was captured a few years 
ago, who had bombed a few clin¬ 
ics, I remember reading about 
how the townspeople, his com¬ 
munity, rallied around him, they 
were very sympathetic to his 
plight. 

“Everyone thinks he’s fighting 
the good fight, the man who mur¬ 
ders the abortionist thinks he’s 
saving a million unborn babies. 
Stalin on his deathbed thought he 
was basically a good person. Nar¬ 
cissism and self-deception: these 
are survival mechanisms, without 
which many of us might not still 
be here. When you go to the 
movies, you’re asked to identify 
with an attractive protagonist, 
who may say or do the right thing 
and behave heroically. So, having 
made this identification, you feel 
much better about yourself. When 
you go to one of my movies, 
you’re not going to get that nar¬ 
cissistic high. My movies explore 
our failures, flaws that shape our 
lives. This can be discomforting, 
but it can provide a kind of re¬ 
lease, because movies can func¬ 
tion as ways of articulating expe¬ 
rience, in ways difficult to articu¬ 
late, even with our most intimate 
friends.” 

Radiant child 

Apart from Ellen Barkin’s 
speech to Aviva proposing that an 
abortion would help her retain 
disposable income for “’N Sync 
tickets and Ben & Jerry,” one of 
the most audience-dividing mo¬ 
ments in Palindromes comes when 
we’re confronted with Mama Sun¬ 
shine’s dining-room table at 
which sit children comprising a 
veritable United Nations of dis¬ 
abilities. They include, to the dis¬ 
cerning queer eye, the blond Tyler 
Maynard, whose disability 
Solondz concedes, “is in fact his 
gayness. That is unspoken, but I

deregulatory system is the prob¬ 
lem, and Gov. Gray Davis, for re¬ 
sisting further deregulation, is the 
problem.’

took this leap of faith that a cer¬ 
tain amount of people would pick 
up on that.” Solondz, who fea¬ 
tured teen-boy-on-teen-boy oral 
sex in Storytelling, adds with guilty 
pleasure, “I gave him everything 
but the limp wrist. Tyler played 
himself up a little bit, added a lit¬ 
tle swish, so to speak. I didn’t 
imagine a person who was gay ini¬ 
tially, but when Tyler came into 
the audition, a fight went off, and 
I just loved the idea of framing 
him into the Sunshine Singer 
group.” Solondz notes that May¬ 
nard radiates star power, “charis¬ 
ma and professionalism. He’s in 
an off-Broadway musical, Alter 
Boyz, not so different from the 
character he plays here.” 

Star power and charisma were 
in short supply in Solondz’ only 
screen turn as the Uber-nerdy as¬ 
piring playwright in Fear, Anxiety 
and Depression. Solondz confesses 
that he hates even the title of this 
profoundly unfunny saga of the 
tribulations and romantic short¬ 
comings of a writer so hapless that 
he begins by writing a fan letter to 
Samuel Beckett, suggesting that 
they might collaborate. F, A and D 
is third-rate Woody Allen, without 
the self-deprecating wit, irony or 
comic timing. 

Perhaps what he learned from 
making a very bad movie is con¬ 
veyed in the story of the equally 
hapless documentary filmmaker 
Toby (Paul Giamatti) in the “Non- 
Fiction” section of Storytelling. 
Mark Webber, who plays the 
celebrity-obsessed teen subject 
Scooby, raved about working with 
Solondz to The Advocate in a 2002 
interview. Noting that a second 
part of the film wound up on the 
cutting floor (a part with a het¬ 
erosexual blowjob), Webber raves, 
“It would have been cool to have 
two blow jobs in one movie. But 
I’m extremely happy with the fin^l 
version. Todd’s an amazing direc¬ 
tor, and he shoots, man, he shoots 
and shoots and shoots until he 
gets it. He said to me himself that 
he could have made at least four 
or five other movies out of the

Director Paul Haggis and actor Ryan Phillippe on making 4 Crash'

E arly on in writer/director 
Paul Haggis’ new film Crash , 
a disturbing, where-are-we- 
now movie about race, class and 
rage in LA, two buddies are riffing 
about race. These guys are work¬ 
ing-class black guys, and the work 
they perform is grand theft auto, 
often with the owners present and 
not consenting. Anthony (rapper 
Chris “Ludacris” Bridges) is com¬ 
plaining to his friend Peter 
(Larenz Tate) about a white 
woman (Sandra Bullock) who he 
feels has disrespected him by 
clinging too tightly to her hus¬ 
band (Brendan Fraser) as the cou¬ 
ple pass Anthony and Peter. 

No detail about life in LA is too 
insignificant to escape being 
tossed into the blender of Haggis’ 
script (with Bobby Moresco), 
from the type of ammo a first- 
time gun-owner should purchase, 
to the racially rude jokes on the tip 
of seemingly every tongue, to the 
etiquette for fencing stolen vehi¬ 
cles, to just how many Lincoln 
Navigators might be in peril on a 
given night, to the type of sex the 
owners of these Navigators might 
be having in the front seat, to the 
temperature it takes to reach the 
kindling point of human anger. 
The story begins in the present 
then whiplashes back across 26 
hours to reach an open-ended 
conclusion. It’s a cue that the au¬ 
dience is meant to finish the film 
in their heads, their dreams or 
over drinks with friends with 
whom they can discuss uncom¬ 
fortable feelings. 

Haggis chose Hollywood over 
his native Canada at 22, an age 
when one’s dreams are more vivid 
than one’s regrets. He admits that 
his inspiration stems from being 
carjacked at the point of a gun, 
while of all things renting a video. 
Haggis says over the decade it took 
for Crash to incubate in his head, 
“I kept wondering about those 
two kids who stuck guns in my 
face. They’d pop into my brain 
every year or so, and I’d wonder, 
who were they? Were they close 
friends? Did they think of them¬ 
selves as criminals? Did they just 
meet that evening? Were they pro¬ 
fessionals? I never meant to write 
this movie. I just woke up at two 
o’clock in the morning 10 years 
later and started to write about 
those kids, then who they bumped 
into, and who those people 
bumped into, then all the other

things that I had witnessed in LA 
in the last 28 years of living there.” 
Haggis adds that Crash is about 
the myriad contradictions that 
live within us, that people can’t re¬ 
ally know who they are until 
they’ve been severely tested. 

Pat down 

Ryan Phillippe plays a young 
police officer who is most severe¬ 
ly tested in the course of Crash. 
Assigned to partner with an older 
officer (Matt Dillon, sensational as 
a racist cop who is also many 
other things, including loyal son 
and brave man), Phillippe’s ideal¬ 
istic young officer is incensed 
when Dillon’s character pulls over 
a prosperous black couple, a TV 
director (Terrence Howard) and 
his wife (Thandie Newton) in a 
Lincoln Navigator, subjecting the 
couple to a viciously sadistic pat- 
down and humiliating interroga¬ 
tion. The scene, which Haggis ad¬ 
mits was the most difficult of the 
movie to film, conjures up every 
rancid feeling about racially mo¬ 
tivated interrogations. It’s a piv¬ 
otal event in the movie, a catalyst 
for other life-changing events. 

Speaking in the suite of a 
downtown hotel and looking 
every inch the movie star, 
Phillippe talks about the challenge 
of playing a young man who be¬ 
comes considerably less sweet and 
innocent as the film heads to its 
dark collision of lives and fates. 
“My character very much speaks 
to the notion of you don’t know 


who you are until you’ve been 
tested, which is a line that Matt 
Dillon essentially says to me in the 
film. It’s true Officer Hansen starts 
out full of convictions, somewhat 
self-righteous, imagines himself 
able to make the right decision at 
all times, and that’s a byproduct of 
inexperience and youth.” 

He’s come a long way since he 
played a feckless youth drawn to 
the ’70s social whirlwind of Stu¬ 
dio 54. The film 54 was themati¬ 
cally castrated when its producers 
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started having reservations about 
matching its edgy doses of sex and 
drug use with the mainstream 
fan-bases of its prominent leads, 
Mike Myers and Neve Campbell. 
Phillippe says his character origi¬ 
nally had a gay relationship until 
the producers decided to excise it 
in their search for a mall audience. 

Phillippe is especially proud of 
a small, cool film that didn’t get 
watered down. Originally set to 


play the title role in Igby Goes 
Down, Phillippe aged beyond the 
hero’s teen identity but hung in to 
raise money for the project and 
play Igby’s ambitious older broth¬ 
er, entrusted with lines like his re¬ 
tort to Igby after his brother has 
received a beating from their step¬ 
father. “I think if Gandhi had been 
hanging out with you, he’d have 
kicked the shit out of you, too.”

T he editor who first hired me on at the BAR was the late Mike 
Salinas, news editor, a fierce advocate for human rights, a 
bulldog in going after wrong-doers, and a crusty editor who 
tolerated no bullshit, even as he was a raconteur who countless 
times regaled folks with bawdy tales of the gay life here and in NYC, 
and highlights of his years in musical theater. After work we’d camp 
out in the back patio of the Lone Star Saloon, down beers, puff cigs 
(I still did tobacco in those days), and dish the dirt on the locals. 

Mike Salinas was all about doing the right thing. He went after 
AIDS profiteers and AIDS denialists; he backed politicians who 
looked out for the little people, not the big-money interests. When 
the stress of the job finally got to him, he left and went back east, 
leaving the town with one less defender of ordinary gay people, the 
working class stiffs he’d grown up with and loved to be around. 

Mike especially detested racism. He also hated pointing at peo¬ 
ple and telling them what to do, what to think, where or-where not 
to go. He was all about making readers of this newspaper aware of 
the consequences of their actions, but leaving them free to make 
their own decisions. 

Mike would have been a bulldog on the issue of racism currently 
making waves in the heart of the Castro. The issue won’t go away 
when the pickets are gone. As long as people of little self respect 
patronize bars with a history of intolerance, the air will be filled 
with the stench of racism. Bars and gay culture have gone hand in 
hand for a long time; the bars gave refuge to gays when oppression 
was rife; the bars were our meeting places, our community centers, 
the source of our budding self esteem. Each establishment reflects 
the personality of its proprietors and patrons. When the vibe is pos¬ 
itive, you can feel it for miles away. It’s the kind of vibe people get 
these days from the Eagle Tavern, the Lone Star, Underground SF, 
the Edge, Daddy’s, the Powerhouse, Marlena’s, Esta Noche, the rein¬ 
vigorated Cafe Flore, the Stud, the Cinch, Cherry Bar, Aunt Char¬ 
lie’s Lounge, and a host of other establishments where the mixing 
is great — of music, of drinks, and of people of all kinds. 

Everyone knows that the best gay bars are the ones patronized 
by gay African Americans. That’s just the way it is. I’m making you 
aware. Not pointing fingers. Just saying what needs to be said. If 
you go to a bar that preferences white skin over dark, you’re going 
into a lame bar. It doesn’t matter what people think of you; it’s what 
you obviously think of yourself. It’s that faux-superior, stuffy, brain- 
dead attitude you exhibit that speaks volumes. I’m not telling you 
what to do; I’m just making you aware. T

Then there’s the “school” out 
there who think there are too 
many titleholders and contests, 
but you never heard a negative 
word about contests when they 
were running, did you? People 
win titles and most “do some¬ 
thing” with it to enhance their 
communities, but some drift away 
to other pursuits after they lose 
and bad-mouth the leather title 
system. And that’s even true when 
a few who have won, continue to 
bad mouth, discourage and other¬ 
wise castigate contestants, judges 
and producers. More than one 
person has told me that they’ve 
been cautioned: “You aren’t going 
to let Mama pin you, are you?” 
Oh, such “sage” advice! And what 
about those who have been more 
or less “de-frocked” by Mama or 
have not been and never will be in 
Mama’s family? It isn’t hard to 
find some of the hardest hitting 
“players” flaunting a Mama’s pin! 

The debate that you are not a 
genuine “leather man” (or 
woman) unless you are a “player” 
still rages in certain circles. The 
nauseating thing about this 
premise is that over 3/4 of the peo¬ 
ple who have that view were not 
even a gleam in their fathers’ eyes 
when all the cloak and dagger 
leather sex community was in full 
bloom. 

The onset of “political power” 
fueled by gay pride ended all that.

The myster¬ 
ies of leather/BDSM are now an 
open book. 

The quest for leather/bdsm in¬ 
formation is greatly facilitated by 
the worldwide web. A click here 
and a click there are all it takes. 
Who needs overt pontificating by 
those who claim to “know it all”? 
Leather/BDSM books'are avail¬ 
able from any decent bookseller 
and some people equate “going 
underground with my kink” tan¬ 
tamount to going back in the clos¬ 
et. Be that as it may, transitions 
have taken place and no one can 
change it. Do your own thing and 
let the world go by.

Marilyn Minter 

A Arts cover 

Working in a vein that is influ¬ 
enced by fashion photography, 
pop art, photorealism and a bit of 
gender theory, Minter creates up- 
close and personal images of ex¬ 
pensively tended high-fashion 
bodies with real-life flaws — an 
unwanted hair here, a sweat stain 
there. The paintings are large and 
luminous. Minter paints in enam¬ 
el on metal, a choice of materials 
that emulates the luscious gloss of 
a Chanel lacquered fingernail (or 
toenail, as in the 2002 painting 
“Piggies”) or the varnished pages 
of an imported fashion rag. In¬ 
deed, the application of make-up 
is very much akin to the act of 
painting. What nudges these 
works into a zone beyond the 
temporary thrills of haute couture 
fantasy is the abjectness of the im¬ 
ages, and the truly dazzling nature 
of Minter’s craft. The show makes 
a perfect counterpoint to the con¬ 
current Robert Bechtle retrospec¬ 
tive, a similarly consistent and 
photorealistic vision that is as flat¬ 
ly mundane as Minter’s is shiny 
and fantastic. 

In a 2003 painting with the 
tantalizing title “Treasure Trail,” 
we see an extreme zoom of a belly 
button and a red-and-silver waist¬ 
band. A few wisps of hair snake up 
towards the navel, which seems 
like an endless cave/orifice. The 
curvy skin is covered in glistening 
droplets of salty sweat, or worse. 
From a distance, the piece seems 
like a photograph, but moving 
closer, the image breaks up into 
swirls of painterly abstraction. 
The artist generates a compelling 
state of ambiguity of representa¬ 
tion as much as between genders. 

Elsewhere, Minter shows us the 
horrible, homely indentations 
that tube socks make on the an¬ 
kles, how high-priced footwear 


cannot protect feet from disco- 
floor dirt, and how surrealistically 
creepy a body part can look when 
subjected to prolonged, isolated 
scrutiny. 

Most of the works depict 
mouths with lips tinted a crimson 
red. “Bullet” (2004) is a perversely 
glam, highly theatrical image of 
what appears to be either choking 
on or vomiting up jewels. A patch 
of inhumanly white teeth are visi¬ 
ble, with a well-placed dot of stray 
lipstick messing up the perfection. 
In another piece from 2004, a sim¬ 
ilarly augmented mouth is depict¬ 
ed after chomping on a raw quail 
egg, a gourmet treat that dribbles 
viscously down the model’s chin. 
While these subjects may sound 
heavy-handed as they teeter to¬ 
wards grotesqueness, they main¬ 


tain their allure 
with a heady per¬ 
fume of ideas and 
artistic mastery. 

In some ways, 
Minter’s practice 
has the appeal of a 
fabulous drag 
queen, and I mean 
this as a compli¬ 
ment. Both traffic 
in glorious artifice, 
with the volume 
cranked up a few 
extra notches. The 
result is a form of 
comic horror 

that’s not as out¬ 
landish as it first 
appears. 

In the exhibi¬ 
tion brochure, cu¬ 
rator Joshua 

Shirkey’s smart, 
readable essay be¬ 
gins with a refer¬ 
ence to a series of 
1969 photographs 
that Minter shot of 
her mother, who is 
described as a 
“pill-popping 
recluse” (In an artist lecture, 
Minter bluntly termed her a drug 
addict.) The pictures, which are 
not included in the exhibition, 
show not exactly gorgeous mom 
dyeing her eyebrows while reclin¬ 
ing in bed in a negligee. They 
seem like Diane Arbus in the Val¬ 
ley of the Dolls, and add a more 
personal psychological layer of 
meaning to Minter’s project, a 
poignant back-story to her recent 
images. Minter’s paintings show 
us the dark side of the beauty 
myth, and frankly, it’s never 
looked so magnetic — or pro¬ 
foundly frightening. ▼
